Mr. Horr championed the cause of 
gold, while Mr. Harvey threw down the 
Egonnties for ailver.

'mentous contest was accorded to few. There 
‘were seats for about 200 persons in the as- 

mmbly room of the clubhouse, but only,a 
littie over half that number were pres- 
Fae ; 

3 Congressman J. C. Sibley,of Pennsylvania, 
@ leader of the free silver forces in the east, 
Decupied a prominent seat. He will re- 
bSin @uring the debate, unless business 
"eigagements prevent. A prominent advo- 
| eate of the gold standard was A. B. Hum- 
 phrey, secretary of the National League of 
Republican Clubs, Others present were: W. 
|W. Meagher, of the bimetallic league; Ly- 
man J. Gage, referee for Mr. Horr; Ferd 
'W. Peck and A. H. Revell, of Chicago; L. 
'G. Powers, of St. Paul; Dr. 8. A. Robinson, 
of New York, and Charles A. Sergel, of 
Chicago. The last three acted as advisers 
to Mr. Horr, and sat by his side, taking 
copious notes while Mr. Harvey spoke. 

‘Mr. Harvey consulted little with anybody. 
He brought with him a great pile of au- 
thorities for the purpose of substantiating 
statements made in his book, to which he 
freequently referred. . 

A man with a watch sat near the speak- 
ers, and whenever one had spoken eight 
‘Minutes he would tap loudly on & call bell. 
This gave the speaker warning that he had 
two minutes more to conclude his state- 
ment. Br these stages of ten minutes each 
the speakers will proceed for eight Gays, 
using only the afternoons and resting Sun- 
day. 

Rules of the Debate. 

Dr. Homer ‘Thomas, president of the Iili- 

“nois Club, called the assemblage to order, 
briefly setting forth the objects of the de-

"2. That the act of 1873 was surrepti- 
tiously passed. 

‘2. That during the period of 1872 
to 1873, the mints were open to the unlimit- 
ed coinage of both metals into primary or 
redemption money, and that both were 
treated as such. That during that period 
people had a right to have either metal 
coined into full legal tender money and 
that the option was with the debtor to pay 
in coins of either metal. 

‘4. That this bimetallic system made an 
unlimited demand for both metals to be 
coined into money, ircneased tae demand 
for those metals and so long as this law 
authoriging any one to coin 371% grains of 
silver and 23 2-10 grains of gold into a dol- 
lar was in force, there was no one willing 
to sell either for léss than a dollar. 

‘That the option to pay in either metal 
caused the cheaper of the two. metals to 
be used, and transferred the demand from 
the dearer'to the cheaper metal, and re- 
stored its relative commercial value. We 
are for both silver and gold. 

“We are called ‘silver men’ because we 
are defending the metal that has been de- 
monetized. 

‘6. That it is to the interest of the Unit- 
ed States to act independently in the re- 
monctization of silver at the ratio to gold 
of i6 to 1 without waiting for the action 
of any other nation. 

Bimetallism the Laborer’s Salwation. 

‘7. That monometallism consists in the 
use Of the dearer of the two metals tu the 
exclusion of the other as primary or re- 
demption money. That monometallism is 
an experiment on trial for the first time in 
the history of the world, and began with 
the period of 1873. That it is impossible 
and impracticable as a stable money meas- 
urement of values; is not based on scien- 
tific financial principles; is in the interest 
of the money lenders and against the in- 
terest of the property owners and la- 
borers. 

“8. That thé gold unit as the measure of 
values, with no concurrent coinage of an- 
other metal to assist it in performing the 
functions of primary mioney, has caused the 
fall in prices as compared with 1872, when 
the world’s prices of property were meas- 
ured in the money mass of both metals. 
That all p:fces of property and labor have 
declined accordingly as compared with 1872. 
except when held up relatively by increas- 
ed demand and short supply or combines 
and trusts, or special reatons affecting a 
particular service or property. That the 
average price of all productions except 
gold will show this decline is adjusting it- 
self to the gold standard. And that when 
We ‘include in labor the unemployed and 
the time lost by those eniployed there is 
& fall in wages of one-half as compared 
with 1872. That labor is adjusting itself 
to the gold standard measurement of 
values. 

"9. That the decline in prices covering 
a period of twenty-two years has, as a 
rule, made ail classes of productive. mer- 
cantile and manufacturing business un- 
profitable: that a falling market, Quring a 
long period, destroys the prospective profits 
based on the cost of production and a 
majority of our. most astute business men 
cannot avoid fallure or loss of capital un- 
der these conditions. 

Hard on the Debtors. 

“10. That it has workea& a hardship and 
injury to debtors who, unconscious of the 
causes tha: contmuously reduced the prices 
of their property, have contracted debts 
during these twenty-two years; tnat this 
fall in prices eauses a sacrifice of property 
to purchase the dollar with which to liqui- 
date these debis; that this has caused re- 
nhewal of debts, the construction of new 
debts to pay old debts and the enlarged 
volume cr all debts. That this unjustlv 
takes from a de tor his property and em- 
phasizes the price of a stable money meas- 
urement of values. 

“li, That in the end no one is benefited 
by a fall in prices but the money lender. 
the owner of money and securities payable 
in money—fixed incomes. 

“12. That the foregulng facts and condi- 
tions produced by a change in our money 
measurement of values will impoverish the 
masses of the people and points by reason 
of the disturbance it will produce to the 
overthrow .of the republic. 

“To all unbiased men and those who will 
lay aside their prejudices during the pro- 
gress of this debate, I expect to make good 
all of the foregoing propositions. Every 
fact in the school that Mr. Horr does not 
attack, I shall take for granted that he 
admits its truth. I am now ready to pro- 
ceed in the order indicated tn ‘Coin’s Finan- 
cial School’ and as contemplated by the 
rules of the debate.”’ 

Mr. Horr’s Opening Speech. 


In opening his side of the question, 
Horr said: 

“It is agreed between Mr. Harvey and 
n-yself that previous to entering upon the 
gereral discussion, each of us shall make a 
brief statement defining in a general way 
the position he proposes to occupy in this 
debate. The question which we are about 
to discuss is one that is not only receiving 
very great attention among the people of 
the United States, but it is one that is also 
receiving some attention from the nations 
of the old world. The question invoives 
the kind of money that shall be used by 
the people of the United States and has tu 
do with the laws which will affect the great 
brsiness interests of this nation. 

“The foundation of the discussion upon 
which we are about to enter is a small 
book published by Mr. Harvey, my oppo- 
rent, and entitled ‘Coin’s #inancial School.’ 
. The real design and object of that book 
is to convince the people of the United 
States that the government should at 
once and alone commence the unlimited 
coinage of silver upon the old ratio of 16 to 
1. The wisdom of such a course I dispute. 
Mr. Harvey will still maintain the affirma- 
tive of that issue. i will state in the out- 
set that frcm the beginning to the end of 
the book there is hardly a proposition made 
to which I give my assent. I propose to 
controvert many things which are stated 
as facts and shall attempt to prove that 
the entire theory, set forth by its author, 
if adopted by the people of this coumtry, 
would lead only to business ditaster and 
financial ruin. I do not remember ever 
to have examined a beok carefully in which 
I acknowledge’ so few statements that I 
considered worthy of belief, and I certainly 
never saw so meny absolute errors cram- 
med into so few pages. 

Prefers Gold Monometallism., 

“TJ am not here as an opponent of bi- 
metailism. I believe in the use of gold 
and silver as money to the fullest exient 
that can be done so on sounu business 
principies. My position on this question 
has been too frequently stated within the 
last five years to be misunderstood by 
any one. i believe that both gold and 
silver are the natural money of the world; 
that in the largest transactions gold is 
better adapted to the business needs of the 
people than silver; that all the smaller 
business transactions of the human fam- 
ily for many years have been and always 
should be conducted with silver. I also 
believe that in all transactions of the na- 
tions of the world between themselves, 
the two metals should be used in the set- 
tlement of balances, but only at their 
commercial value. I also believe that in 
the business of our nation the people 
should never attempt to use either metal 
except at its actual value, only in cases 
where one metal may be used as token 
and to be’ made redeemable in 
at its commercial value. I have 
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always entertained the hope that the busi-

Not Enongh Goldbogs in Florida To 
Form a Clab. 
A RIDICULOUS ATTEMPT TO ORGANIZE 


The Reform Club, of New York. 
Gets “the Marble Heart.” 


COULD NOT EVEN DRUM UP A CORPS 


A “Secured” Negro Band Paraded the 
Streets of Jacksonville, but Sher- 
manites Did Not Turn Out. 


Jacksonville, Ma., July 16.—(Special.)— 
The emissaries of the Wall street goldbugs 
and the cuckoos who are attempting to 
force southern democrats to swallow John 
Sherman’s financial compounds were given 
the “marble heart” in this city today. 

Some time ago the Wall street shylocks 
intimated to their emissaries here that it 
would be a good idea to form a “sound 
money” club. Aceordingly, Eben Bean, u 
commission man, issued a call about two 
weeks ago for a “sound money” meeting 
at the board of trade rooms this afiernoou. 
Bean advertised the meeting in the city 
papers, and th's afternoon shortly before 
the meeting had a negro band to parade the 
Streets arrayed in yellow suits «nd thei? 
backs placarded with inscriptions reading: 
“Rally for Sound Money.” 

When Bean went to the board of te 
rooms, however, he found that the people 
had not rallied worth a cent. Thera were 
seven persons there besides himself, and 
only one, Cashier Cooley, of the First Na- 
tional bank, was a pronounced ‘‘goldbug."’ 
Four of the others were pronounced silver 
men, who had come to see the fun, and 
the other two were President Baldwin and 
Secretary Smith of the board of trade, who 
had come out of courtesy. 

When Bean took in the situation he 
remarked: “It’s rather cool,” although the 
mercury was 100 in the shade, and adjourn- 
ed the meeting sine die amid the jeers of 
four white metal srectators. The failure of 
the goldbug meeting is significant in 
view of the fact that this is the home of 
Congressman Cooper, who is a ctickoo 
of the most approved type, having lost 
flesh this summer in try!ng to get Florida 
democrats to accept the Cleveland-Sherman 
financial programme. In marked contrast 
with the failure of the goldbug meeting 
today, was the success of the s'lver meet- 
ing some time ago, when the 
board of trade rooms were crowd- 
ed with prominent business. and pro- 
fessional men eager to enroll themselves as 
members of a bimetallic club. Florida 
democrats are not yet ready to ageept 
John Sherman as their prophet in financial 
matters. 


FIRST BLOOD FOR BLACKBURN. 


The Goldbugs Find That the People 
Are for Him. 

Lexington, Ky., July 16.—(Special.)—Moses 
Kaufman, candidate for the legislature 
from Lexington, defeated John J. Riley by 
21 votes today. Kaufman, who has been 
a power in local politics for years, favors 
Blackburn for senator. Riley is for Car- 
lisle. This town is a great silver commu. 
nity. It was here that Secretary Carlisle 
was denounced a few weeks ago. 

In the county ‘the Owens-Breckinridge 
race was fought over again, the contestants 
being Gorman A. Breckinridge, favoring 
McCreary for senator, and’ Phelps, an 'Ow- 
ens man, unpledged but favoring Black- 
burn, unless instructed otherwise. Phelps 
won by a majority of 14. 

Few primaries have been held as yet, but 
Blackburn starts out with this county in 
his column. 


NEBRASKA IS MOVING. 


The Bimetallists Will Nominate the 
State Ticket or Know Why. 

Omaha, Neb., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
democratic state central committee met 
nere tonight with a full membership, and 
resolved to call the state convention to 
meet at Omaha on August 22d to nominate 
a state ticket. The offices of the com- 
mitteemen who have united with the bolkt- 
ers were declared vacant and the vacancies 
were ordered filled. It is conceded on all 
sides that this convention will be carried by 
the free silver men. The méeting was har- 
monious and enthusiastic.

Ex-Speaker Crisp Expects To Make a 
Trip Across the Océan. 

Washington, July 16.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Speaker Crisp is expected in Washington 
within the coming week on his way to 
New York, whence he will sail for Eng- 
land. Mr. Crisp expected to leave on his 
trip abroad on the Oth instant, but was 
unable to get satisfactory stateroom ac- 
commodations at that time. He will re- 
main in this city but a day or so. 

His son, Charles Crisp, who was his 
clerk during the fifty-third congress, will 
accompany him, having recently graduated 
in law with high honors. 

Mr. Crisp writes to a friend in this 
city that his health has greatly improved 
and he has had no more heart trouble. 
which caused his friends much vweasihess 
last winter. His trip abroad is for his 
health and it is thought that a covple of 
months spent in travel will completely re- 
store his old-time vigor. Owing to his un- 
satisfactory condition of health, Mr. Crisp 
has taken little active interest in politics 
since the adjournment of congress. 


Issuing Gold Certificates Again. 

Washington, July 16.—The treasury de- 
partment has resumed the iseue of gold 
certificates, which had been suspended dur- 
ing the period when the treasury gold re- 
serve was below $100,000,000. Sirice June 
25th last, when the gold reserve again be- 
came in tact, the treasury has issued about 
$200,000 gold certificates on gold paid mostly 
at United States mints. There are now 
outstanding $4,376,000 :n gold certificates.

IN THE FIELD OF LABOR. 


Coal Operator Charged with Stealing 
Coal—Other News. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 16—Today Secretary 
Warner, of the miners’ organization, ap- 
peared at the office of Alderman Madden 
and made an information charging Coal 


Operator T. 1). Stein, of the Phoenix mines 


at Idlewood, with stealing coal from -his 
employes. The weighmaster, T. R. Marshall, 
employed by Stein, was aiso made a party 
to the suit and warrants were issued. Far 
some time the miners have suspected that 
they were the victims of false weights 
and a strict watch was set on Stein's scales. 
Last week the weights used at the mines 
were confiscated an officially tested by the 
Fairbanks Scale Company. The scale manu- 
facturers pronounced the weights fraudu- 
lent and estimated the weight balanced the 
arm about 300 pounds on the long side. This 
falsity required the mifier to dig from 
twenty-two to twenty-three hundred 
weight for every ton. 

On March 15th the men were employed in 
Stein’s mine and the fraud was carried on 
under a 69-cent per ton basis. The informa- 
tion is made under the check weighman 
law, and is the first of its kind. In the 
event of the conviction om the above suit 
the miners will enter civil suits to recover 
what they have lost through fraudulent 
weights, which in the aggregate amounts 
to hundreds of tons of ¢oal. 


Iron Ore Miners Ont. 

Ishpeming, Mich., July 16.—Every iron 
ore mine in Ishpeming and Negaunee is 
idle this morning. About 3,000 men are out. 
The Negaunee miners forced out the Ish- 
peming, Lake Superior, Salisbury and Lake 
Angeline mines last night. This morning the 
miners employed at the section No. 21 
mine of the Lake Superior [ron Company, 
located two mile ssouth of Ishpeming, walk- 
ed out. A mass meeting @f Negaunee and 
Ishpeming miners was held today and by 
vote it was decided to remain.out until the 
mining companies advanced the pay of the 
miners to $2 per day and tdaborers to $1.75 
After the meeting a delegation of strikers 
started for the Queen mine to stop the 
machinery, that property. having worked 
last night. A large crowd is now on the 
way to Ishpeming to stop the steam shovels 
loading from stock piles at the Lake An- 
geline and Lake Superior mines. 

It is rumored that the Queen mine pumps 
will be stopped, but this will hardly re- 
sult. 


Carpet weasent ne Still On. 

Philadelphia, July 16.—he striking carpet 
weavers in the Kingston mill district are 
still in a condition of un@ertainty regarding 
the outcome of the trouble between employ- 
er and employe. 

The compromise, as su 
ufacturers yesterday, off an increase, but 
not to take effect until ] mber, the be- 
ginning of the dull season, and the prop- 
osition has raised consi@erable opposition 
amiong the workers. 

When the report of the committee was

in favor of adopting new scale of 
wages. In other instances strikers were 
just as bitterly oppo _¥@ resuming work, 
deciding to keep up th t to the bitter 
end unless their demands of an immediate 
increase were acceded. to. The prinipal stum- 
bling block in the way of an amicable ad- 
justment was the delay proposed by the 
manufacturers in raising the wages. 

A meeting of all the delegates from the 
shops will probably be held tomorrow, when 
the decision of the strikers may be present-, 
ed to the manufacturers. ' 


Wages Will Be Advunced. 
"Pottstown, Pa., July 16.—The nallers at 
Ellis & Lessing’s iron and steel plant have 
been notified that on and after Agust lst 
they will receive an increase of 20 8-10 per 
cent in wages. On the same day the men 
employed in the plate mill will be put back 
to the scale of '93, which is a decided ad- 
vance over the present rate. a

The advance will affect 600 or 
more operatives, who had sufféred a reduc- 
tion simce hard times began.

Allentown, Pa., July 16.—The Donaldson 
Iron Company of Emaus has voluntarily 
increased the wages of its 400 employes 
10 per cent, the increase to go into effect 
August Ist. 


Three Thousand Men Out. 


Marquette, Mich., July 16.—The miners «of 
the Marquette range who are out on a 
strike held a mass meeting at Negaunee to- 
day and decided to make the strike general. 
Three theusand men are already out, and 
if the strike becomes general it will involve 
over 5,000 men. So far there has been no 
violence, but trouble is feared from 
a body of strikers now on the way to the 
Buffalo mine, where the men are still at 
work. 


Potteries Start Up. 

East Liverpool, O., July 164.—The Knowles 
Company’s big potteries, the largest in the 
United States, and the works of Cartwright 
Bros., Burford Bros., Wallace & Chetwind, 
the Sebing Pottery Company, the East Liv- 
erpool and the Standard Pottery Company 
all ‘resumed operations yesterday. Three- 
fourths of the potteries in the city are 
now in full operation and others running 
part time. It is expected that every wheel 
in the city will be turning by August Ist

Ministers of Austin Start a Move To 
Prevent the Battle. 


AN APPEAL MADE “70 THE POBLIC 


Evil Effects Dreaded from the Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons Match. 


ITS BAD INFLUENCE DEPLORED 


Every Voter in the State WhoIs Opposed 
to Prizs Fighting Is Asked To 
Write a Letter. 


Austin, Tex., July 16.—(Special.)—The 
pastors of Austin have met and inaugurat- 
ed a move against the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons prize fight being puliec off in Dallas 
in October. They issued an address of 1,000 
words t@«he citizens of the state today, 
calling upon them to rally and fight to the 
bitter end the proposed pugilistic encoun- 
ter. 

The address reads in conclusion: “If the 
people of Texas friendly to law and order 
are now neglectful or apathetic, the abet- 
ters of vice will succeed in setting aside 
and defying our law and our state becomes 
at once the chosen arena ior the brutalities 
of all the ‘roughs’ on the American conti- 
nent. Precluded from other states they will 
resort to our borders, thus become so hos- 
pitable to barbarism and infamy. From 
time to time on then other of our towns 
will be invaded by the prize fighters of 
the whole continent with their hordes of de- 
bauched followers. Our excitable and in- 
experienced youth will be induced into im- 
itation. Their ambition will be fired to seek 
the brutal honors of the ring instead of 
the sober plcasure and credit of scholarship, 
industry and domestic virtue. Our other 
wholescme laws for restraining vice will be 
trodden in the mire. Our state will sink 
beneath Mexico in disrepute, poverty and 
decadence.

pewer of making and upholding right laws 
are committed by. the constitution. We, 
therefore, request you, dear sir, to secure 
from all your fellow Christiars and fellow 
citizens a written expression of their will 
touching this threatened disorder and re- 
mit to us. We offer ourselves to execute 
this labo@ious work of collecting the memo- 
rials and publishing their results In proper 
manner and we beg that each person will 
sign with the werd voter appended to his 
name, who is lawfully entitled to that fran- 
chise.”’ 

The Constitution correspondent is inform-

HAD A HUSBAND LIVING. 


She Married ‘Ageia “ena Spent tlie 
Honeymoon in Atlanta. 

New York, July 16.—(Special.)—A sotry of 
domestic complications of more than ordi- 
nary interest and pathos has been made 
public by the filing in the New Jersey court 
of chancery of an application by James 
Pocher, of Asbury Park, for the annulment 
of his marriage to Emma Taylor. Pocher, 
who is a bookkeeper for a firm of brokers 
in this city, formerly lived in Hoboken. He 
met his wife, who was supposed to be a 
widow, knogyn as Mrs. Taylor, at a social 
gathering on Lexington avenue, in this city. 
She is about thirty-two years old, very 
handsome and of good education and re- 
finement. Pocher fell in love with her :nd 
in March last they were married by the 
Rev. John Finch, 9f Hoboken. They went 
to Atlanta and spent their honeymoon. 

One day in the latter part of May a man 
whose looks indicated dissipation end a 
generally tough mode of life came into the 
office where Pocher is employed and calm- 
ly informed that gentleman that his name 
was Taylor and that he was the husband 
of the woman whom Mr. Pocher had mar- 
ried. .He told Pocher that he had married 
her four years before in the west and bad 
not seen her for three years. 

Pocher at once went home and demanded 
an explanation from his wife, who told him 
that: her husband had disappearéd myste- 
riously four years ago and that she had 
always supposed him to be dead. Mr. 
Pocher expressed his doubts as to the truth 
of this story ang the woman finally broke 
down and confessed that she had know- 
ingly deceived him. She said her life with 
her first husband had been full of misery 
and that she had finally left him. She said 
her love for Pocher had been so strong that 
she had deceived him into the marpase. 
The couple at once separated, and Mr. 
Pocher, securing the services of E. K. Se- 
quin as counsel, filed an application for the 
annulment of the marriage. Mrs. Taylor 
also filed application for divorce egainst 
her husband, although on what grounds 
could not be learned. It is the intention 
of the couple as soon as Mrs. Taylor is free 
to. be remarried. 


MADAME STAMBULOFF EXCITED. 


She Accuses Policemen of Complicity 
in Her Husband’s Assassination. 
Sofia, July 16.—The excitement into which 

the city was thrown by the attempted mur- 
der of ex-Premier Stambuloff has not in the 
least degree subsided, but on the contrary, 
has become intensified. Madame Stambuloff 
was not at home when her ‘wounded hus- 
band was brought to his house, but came in 
soon afterward. At first she was prostrated 
with sorrow, but she quickly recovered 
and afterward went to the door and con- 
fronted a number of policemen who were 
trying to enter, forbiddfmg them to cross the 
threshhold. She charged the police with 
complicity in the attempt to murder her 
husband and comminded that they at 
once arrest the guilty’ persons, who, she de- 
clared, were well known to them, 

Madame Stambuloff then turned to the 
prosecutor and several other officials, who 
had arrived soon after her husband was 
brought home, and compelled them to leave 
the house. 

M. Petkoff, who was walking with M. 
Stambuloff when he was attacked, declares 
that just before the crime was committed 
he saw a number of gendarmes vanish in 
the distance. The attack was made just be- 
fore dark in a street that is much fre- 
quented in the daytime, but is very quiet 
early in the evening. After the crime was 
committed the gendarmes appeared upon 
the scene and blew their whistles. Several 
arrests have been made in connection with 
the outrage. 

Later in the day M. Stambuloff recovered 
consciousness and a magistrate @#vas sum- 
moned to his bedside to take his deposition. 
The ex-prentier said that he recognized 
among his assailants two men named Hioln 
and Tufektchiew, the latter of whom had 
been condoned in Turkey to eighteen years’ 
beén condemned in Turkey to eighteen 
years’ imprisonment for attacking M. 
Valkuvitch, 

Several witnesses, among them M. Kra- 
jew, a member of the sombranje, declare 
that the police prevented M. Stambuloff’s 
valet from pursuing his master’s assailants. 
They state that the inspector who arrived 
shortly after M. Stambuloff fell to the 
ground, struck the valet upon the neck with 
his sword, inflicting a painful wound. 

The foreign residents in Sofia have heid

MUSCOGEE FALLS IN LINE. 


Tom Grimes Speaks for Free Coinage. 
An Able Delegation. 


Columbus, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—Pur- 
suant to a call issued a few days ago 100 
friends of free silver coinage met at the 
courthouse today at noon. The meeting 
was called to order by Mr. G. Y. Tigner, 
who nominated Judge J. H. Martin as 
chairman. Judge Martin was unanimously 
elected, and after a short speech in advo- 
cacy of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silyer and stating that the object of the 
assemblage was to select delegates to the 
Griffin convention, he announced that the 
meeting was ready for business. 

Ex-Congressman Grimes then arose and 
in a ringing speech introduced the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

“We, the people of Muscogee county, in 
mass meeting assembled, hereby unaltera- 
bly protest against a single gold standard 
or gold monometallism. We are cqually 
opposed to a single silver standard -or sil- 
ver monometallism. In either cvent it 
would outlaw one of the moneys of the con- 
stitution. It would appreciate che one and 
depreciate the other. Believing that a sin- 
gle standard of either money would make 
it a commodity instead of a medium of ex- 
change, thereby rendering it easy to cause 
a contraction of the currency of our com- 
mon country and present an opportunity 
to-the money changers in the temple to 
oppress the j,eople; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, i. That we are in,favor of bi- 
metallism. , 

‘2. That we are in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the ratio of i6 to i, without any inter- 
national legislation or interference. 

‘3. That a delegation of fifteen be ap- 
pointed by the chairman to attend the com- 
ing Griffin convention on the 18th instant 
to represent Muscogee county in said con- 
vention.” 

Mr. Grimes moved the adoption of the 
resolutions, and after speeches by Hon. 
S. B. Hatcher, Judge M. H. Blandford and 
Messrs. W. H. MeCrory, Tol Y. Crawford, 
Frank Downing and G. ¥, Tignor in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the present ratio, and condemning the 
financial policy of the Cleveland udminis- 
tration, they were unanimously adopted.

A GREAT SILVER RALLY. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting Held at For- 
syth—Monroe Will Be There. 
Forsyth, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—The bi- 
metallic meeting held at the courthouse 
here this morning at il o’clock indicates 
in no uncertgin terms Monroe’s attitude 
on the silver questicn. e meeting was a 
most enthusiastic one and was largely at- 
tended by some of the most representative 
citizens of this count'y, and exceeded the 
expectation of the most ardent and san- 
guine supporters of the white metal. There 
were more than a hundred bimetallists 
present, about twenty-five populists and 

fifteen goldbugs. 

The meeting was called to order by Judge 
Julian Williamson, who nominated Judge 
W. D. Stone chairman, and C. W. Brant- 
ley secretary. Judge Stone, on taking the 
chair, made a forcible speech of a few mo- 
ments’ duration, expressing his views on 
the silver question and stating the object 
of the Griffin convention. His remarks 
were loudly cheered by almost the entire 
audience. A committee was appointed tv 
prepare resolutions governing the action of 
the. convention, Judge J. B. Williamson 
was selected as chairman. The committee 
retired to their room and, prepared the fol- 
lowing preambles and resolutions, which 
were enthusiastically adopted by the con- 
vention.

‘Whereas, the bimetallic standard of ail- 
ver and gold has come tu us refined and 
perfected as the only monetary system 
furnishing equal facilities and protection 
to all classes, and as sucn has been trans- 
mitted to us approved by the enlightened 
and deliberate judgment of mankind and 
guaranteed to us as the only safe system 
evoked from the wisdom of all honest and 
patriotic ancestry; and, 

“Whereas, in our deliberate opinion, the 
demonetization of Silver by congress in 
the year 1873 was the most destructive and 
heartless crime ever enacted against the 
liberties of a free, patriotic and confiding 
people, and that the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act, without 
the restoration of silver to its former posi- 
tion in the finances of this republic was 
the culmimation of that crime; debauched 
by the gold of a godless and dishonest 
plutocracy, Lage be it 

“Resolved I. That we are unalterably op- 
posed to that plutocratic heresy, known as 
the ‘gold standard’ or ‘honest money,’ which 
bears the earmarks of Lombard and Wall 
streets, and the enforcement of which 
can only result in wresting booty from 
millions and depressing the condition of 
the honest toilers and producers, who con- 
stitute the mental and physical bone and 
sinew of this republic. 

**2. That for thirty years we 
have denpunced the political principles 
and questionable methods of the republic- 
an party, whose reckless expenditure of 
public funds hag saddled upon the United 
States a debt which threatens her sol- 
veney, and whose methods of unequal tax- 
ation have resulted in a system of match- 
less favoritism, creating a spirit of un- 
rest and dissatisfaction, unnatural to the 
people of a free republic, and we have re- 
sented these unholy encroachments and 
sought, by all honest and fair means, to 
overthrow ‘thtem; and we solemniy de.

Senator Jonh T. Morgan Arrives 
Here This Afternoon. 


HE WILL ADDRESS THE CONVENTION 


Low Ratss on All the Roads to Griffin—The 
Train irom Atlanta Leaves ai 
7:30 A. M. 


Senator John T. Morgan, the grand old 
man of the United States senate, will ar- 
rive in Atlanta at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
on his way to Griffin, where he addresses 
the silver convention tomorrow. 

He will proceed at once to Griffin, and will 
be the first motable arrival at the mam- 
moth convention; which will draw fully 
5.000 people to the Hill City tomorrow. 

A half dozen special‘ trains will empty 
great loads of Georgians into the live and 
progressive little city early tomorrow morn- 
ing, and the day will be one of life and 
enthusiasm such as has not been seen in 
Georgia in many years. It is predicted 
that the convention will be the largest ever 
held in the state. 

Extra preparations have been made by all 
the railroads to handle the large crowds 
that will go. Speeial trains from all points 
below Macon will concentrate in that city 
and proceed to Griffin over the Central. The 
branch of the Central—the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus— will run a special to 
accommodate the delegates from the fourth 
and seventh districts. 

The Georgia. Midland and Gulf will run 
trains from both Columbus and MecDon- 
ough, and has made a special rate for dele- 
gates, besides the very best of accommo- 
dations for the crowds they expect to carry.

Indeed, I am not actively in politics now, 
being on the bench, As far as the financial 
question is concerned I may say that I am 
decidedly in favor of tHe more liberal use 
of silver as money than now. I think the 
policy of our government paying out in 
gold on demand ought to be changed and 
that it should have the option of paying 
out in both gold and silver. The government 
takes gold the same as silver and it shouid 
have the right to pay out accordingly. I 
thing that our circulating medium should 
be increased, not only by the continued 
coinage of gold but by the coinage of sil- 
ver, limited to the production of our own 
mines, foreign hullion being neglected. We 
should also repeal the 10 per cent tax on 
state banks of issut, so as to increase our 
banking facilities, I am not an extremist 
on this question and. I advocate a eompro-

Montgomery, /Ala., July 16.—@pecial.)—A 
yery sensational case is being developed 
against Mrs. (Mary Spivey, who was ar- 
rested late I@st night on the charge of 
having poiséned her husband; W. H. 
Spivey, whg died suddenly in this city 
three weeks ego. The testimony today be. 
fore the cofoner’s jury showed that Spivey 
had $2,000 jnsurance In favor of his wife; 
that he was only slightly indisposed the 
day he died, became ill later on and died 
that afternoon. 

A servant and two druggists proved that 
Mrs. Spivey purchased morphine twice 
during the day, telling the servant wh» 
went for it that the medicine was for 
her husband. Spivey, the servant claims, 
thought he was taking phenacetine. Dr. 
R. S. Hill testified that he was confident 
the man had died of morphine poison, 211 
gave a certificate of death to that effect. 
Hie was called in just before dgath occurred 
and questioned Mrs. Spivey with reverence 
to the murder, but she denied knowledge 
of the fact that morphine had been ad- 
ministered. 

After its session this morning, thre jury 
had the body exhumed and the stomach 
removed. It was sent today to the chemist 
at the Auburn college for analysis. 

In the meantime, ‘Mrs. Spivey is in jai.. 
She appears greatly dejected, and moans: 
“I did not kill him, I loved him dearly.” 
Her cell has been made comfortable with 
easy chairs, tables, atc., ard aer four-year- 
old boy has been allowed to stay with her. 
Mrs. Spivey is an exceedingly handsome 
and attract:ve woman of about twenty- 
six. She came here from Nashville several 
years ago as Mrs. John S. Zachery. She 
and Zachery separated soon afterwards, 
however, and the latter died rather suspic- 
jously soon after this. It is stated tonignt 
that Spivey fatled to pay the p-emiums on 
$5,000 of his insurance some time ago, and 
since that time Mrs. Sp'vey has aid the 
dues without his knowledge, it is stated. 
Nothing more will be done in the case 
until the chemist’s report is had.

TOM DIXON ON THE DISPENSARY. 


He Thinks That the Principle Is, in the 
Main, Correct. 

Columbia, 8. C., July 16.—(Special.)—From 
a private letter, written by a gentleman in 
New York, the following opinion of the 
dispensary is given by the famous Rev. 


in South Carolina recently on a lecturing 
tour. He says: 

“It was inaugurated and put into ef- 
fect by the cyclone Tillman, then governor, 
now United States senator. It met with 
the greatest opposition, and the severest 
criticism; but anything from him would 
have been the same. I honestly believe 
that if an angel had stood on St. Michael’s, 
in Charleston, and said that it was a 
divine order that the dispensary be es- 
tablished, that it would have been the 
means of keeping people from the church, 
such was the feeling against it when it 
was established. Now, I say, without 
fear of contradiction, that it is working 
with marvelous benefit to the vast ma- 
jority of people. 

“I spent twenty-four hours in Charles- 
ton, and went through the rough portion 
of the city until 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and never saw any city so quiet, ex- 
cept Portland, Me., and there the same 
conditions exist, except the South Caro- 
lina law is a poor edition of the Maine 
law. 

“The revenue feature of the dispensary 
law is its worst feature. I never saw 
@ man or woman in the city under the 
influence of liquor. I spent the Fourth 
of July in a city of some 8,000 population 
in South Carolina, where half the popula- 
tion is colored, and not an arrest was 
made for drunkenness or disorderly con- 
duct, They drink in South Carolina yet, 
but“ as you lessen the tempiation you 
lessen the drunkenness. The blind tigers 
are running, and just as it always was 
any fool can get drunk, without going to 
the dispensary. I believe yhat South 
Carolina, with her itnpulsiveness, and her 
digposition to lead, has given to the world 
the® solution of the liquor problem, 
that it could be extended to the other 
forty odd states with advantage to civili- 
zaion.”’ 

A Road That Is Needed. 


The people along the line of the Ohio 
River and Charleston railroad are ex- 
pecting great things from the extension 
of that road, which has been promised 
by the stockholders, who have determined 
to issue first mortgage bonds at the rate 
of $15,000 a mile on the line already com- 
pleted to extend the road to Johnson City, 
Tenn, This road then will connect the 
coal and mining section of Tennessee with 
the cotton manufacturing portion of 
South Carolina, and will give direct com- 
munication with the west. 

There seems to be some trouble in de- 
ciding upon a name by those who propose 
fighting tae regular organization—the dem- 
ocratic party headed by Senator Irby. The 
Spartanburg Herald proposes “Independent 
democrat,’ but Ihe State objects to this 
on the ground that it tacitly admits that 
Senator Irby is the chairman of the regu- 
lar democracy, which it does not propose 
to acknowledge.

Harvey and Horr Open Their Financial 
Descussion.

ness men of the world would yet come to- 
gether in an international convention and 
agree upon some basis whereby gold and 
Silver can both be used as the money of 
final settlement among the people of the 
entire world. I am very clear in my idea 
that, until some such arrangement shali 
be made it would be simply suicide for this 
nation to adopt a system of free coinage 
of silver upon the old ratio, a ratio which 
all the civilized nations of the world have 
longy-since discarded. 1 do not believe 
that any one government can fix the ratio 
upon any two metals, and name a ratio 
which will be accepted by the people of 
the world or of the country itself so that 
the two metals will be used side by side. 
Consequently, if our nation alone should 
attempt any such action, it would simply 
place our country upon a silver basis and 
the attempt would end in silver monomet- 
allism. ‘If we are compelled to decide 
between gold monometallism and silver 
monometallism, then I am decidedly in 
favor of adopting the standard used by 
the civilized natfons.of the world. 
He Is an Optimist. 


“I do not believe that silver has ever 
been demonetized anywhere in the world. 
I believe that the law of 1873, which Mr. 
Harvey’s book denounces as a crime, was 
honestly conceived, openly advocated, and 
passed by the American congress after 
full deliberation and because the people 
at that time who held seats in the Ameri- 
can congress believed that such a law 
ought to be enacted. I do not be- 
lieve in the teachings of this book, 
that this nation is on the 
verge of financial ruin, or that starvation 
is staring our people in the face. I believe, 
if our nation should adopt the course ad- 
vocated in this book, it would seriously 
injure the entire wage-earners of the United 
States. I believe we would destroy. the 
confidence of the business men of the world 
in our integrity as a nation, and that we 
would precipitate such a tinancial panic 
as our country has never before seen. 

“I shall deny as emphatically as I can 
that the great majority of the people of 
this country are in debt, and shall insist 
that three-fourths of the American péople 
today are creditors, not debtors, and that, 
consequently, the system which Mr. Har- 
vey advocates would wurk great injury to 
the vast majority of American citizens. I 
will state still further that if this book 
about which we are going to debate be 
true, then I am all wrong. It seems to me 
to be devoid of business sense from begin- 
ning to end, and I shall enter upon the 
work of attempting to prove that, and hope 
to be able to do so in language that shall 
be so p.ain and explicit that my fellow 
citizens w:ll be satisfied that I have ac- 
complished my task. Understand me, in a 
few words: I believe that the American 
nation should have just as good money as 
any nation uses on the face of the earth; 
I believe that every dollar paid to a poor 
manu for his daily toil should be worth 
as much as the dollars paid to men who 
are rich. I would have the money that 
measures values the most stable that can 
be devised, and would insist that buyers 
and sellers, lenders and debtors, shall as 
near as possible be required to use the 
Same measure of values, and shall insist 
that repudiation in all forms is disgraceful 
and dishonorable in that case of nations, 
corporations or indiv:duals. What our peo- 
ple need is good money, good credit, good 
principles and sound business sense. 

“Visionary schemes and debased money 
never yet made a nation prospervus. The 


equality of the money used in any country 


is far more important than the  yuani:ty. 
Laws should be drawn to protect the men 
who earn money as well as those whe owe 
money. A man who works fa:thfuliy and 
lives on ‘his daily earnings should never be 
sacrificed for the benefit of men who live 
on what they borrow. But all these things 
will be more fully explained as the con- 
test progresses.”’ 

Goldbugs Knocked Out on the Bible. 

After criticising Mr. Harvey’s unauthor- 
ized use of Chicago business men’s names, 
attributing to them statements which they 
never uttered merely for the sake of al- 
legory instead of using the names of ficti- 
tious persons, Mr. Horr said: 

‘“‘Now I come. to the motto of the book, 
which is this: ‘I thank Thee, Oh, Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because Thou 
hest hid these things from the wise ani 
rrudent and hast revealed unto babes.’ 

“I would like my friend to tell me why 
he used that motto. Does he desire to in- 
timate that the principles of finance which 
he teaches is something that babes will 
understand, but that people who know any- 
thing will never be able to comprehend?” 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr misinterprets the 
meaning of that verse. The word ‘babes’ 
is intended to mean the pure of mind and 
unselfish. It is in that sense that it is 
used in the Bible and means that those 
pure of mind and unselfish can see ciearly 
those things which the impure of mind and 
selfish cannot see or understand. The cause 
I represent is pure and unselfish. 

Mr. Harvey went on to explain that the 
iJlustrated preface to his book was adopted 
to show the rise and decline of, civilization 
concurrent with an increase and decrease 
in the volume of primary money. He took 
the decline of the Roman empire as demon- 
strating his proposition—the volume of 
money in use in the empire decreasing in 
faster ratio than the condition of civiliza- 
tion among the people. On the other hand 
he found it a coincidence that with the 
invention of bills of exchange and paper 
representatives of money for interchange 
among nations, the prosperity of the world 
returned. 

Mr. Horr thought that the motto was not 
susceptible of the explanation Mr. Harvey 
gave of it. He then asked Mr. Harvey 
to tell him in a word what he meant by 
primary money. To this Mr. Harvey re 
plied: 

“The question asked is a part of the 
main argument in the book and it would 
be- out of place for me to answer this 
question now and would disturb the logi- 
cal arrangement of the argument as out- 
lined by the book.’’ 

Harvey Defines Money. 

Mr. Horr thought he had not succeeded 
in gaining much information. Pursuing his 
discussion of what constituted money and 
what its functions were, Mr. Horr elicited 
from Mr. Harvey this statement: 

“Money is a medium of exchange and 
a measure of values. As a measure of 
values it is a thing representing value. 
When we express price, we have reference 
to the unit of value o s equivalent. With 
gold and silver in pristence as primary 
money there is donble the quantity of 
mondy, real money, as there is when gold 


| only is in existence as primary money. 


Money is also a medium of exchange. 
“What is meant by that is this: Instead 
of exchanging one property for another 
property we exchange it for the money, and 
money being by law and usage a comrgn 
medium of exchange, we are thus able to 
exchange it for the other property desired. 
We exchange property for money and then 
exchange the money for the property or 
for services. To understand the impor- 
tance of money we must consider the con- 
ditions that would exist if we had no 
money. It would then be a matter of bar- 
ter and exchange—of one kind of property 
for another. The men of today do not un- 
derstand money and its relation: to prop- 
ert; and to society; if they did we would 
not be engaged in this discussion. Under 
this last head comes the question whether 
all money should be issued by the govern- 
ment or all or part of it should be issued 
by private parties ®~ <arporations. The

the organic fluid of 
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yet we have a school of i financiers 
who advocate that it should be the 
creation of private parties and corporations 
and be regulated by them. It should be- 
come a fixed principle with us that the 
issuing of money is an act of sovereignty. 
Our monetary system should be fixed upon 
scientific principles by which every dollar 
is as good as every other dollar. All money 
should be a legal tender in the payment 
of all debts, and no act of discrimination 
or nullification or debasement of the cur- 
rency by any one should be permitted.” 
(Long and continued applause.) 

‘Mr. ‘Horr—There is quite a large portion 
of that essay that is true, indeed, I think 
there is more truth in that simple, short 
statement than can be found in the whole 
of Coin’s school. It is true that money .is 
the Life blood of commerce and of, busi- 
ness. It is not true that money can exist 
only when it is created by law. Money 
was in use and well understood long before 
there were any laws upon the subject 
Money does not have to be made a legal 
tender to make it gool money eve2n; this 
‘8 @ mistake of Brother Harvey. As a 
rule, legal tender iaws are never needed 
except to make ‘somebody take some 
money that is poor. No one ever yet nad 
to enforce a legal tender #nactment to get 
somebody to take the best raoney in exist- 
ence. People will take what is best when- 
ever they can get it, and you don’t have 
to have a legal statute to muke them do 
it, you know. Indeed, you may pass all 
the iegal statutes you please in certain 
directions as to money, and the people will 
go right along and use the commun rules 
of business in sp:te of your laws. 

The debate then drifted from the legal 
tender feature of money issues to legisia- 
tion upon the subject of money in the 
Un:ted States. In .ts course, Mr. Harvey 
character:zed one of Mr. Horr’s iliustra- 
tions as trivial, and Mr. Horr retorted that 
the trouble with Mr. Harvey was that he 
seemed to think that everything is trivial 
Which he does not know anyt®oing abet. 
With this exchange of compliments, the 
debate closed for the day.

The Liberals Hope He Will Do Some- 
thing To Help Them Out. 

London, July 16.—Rumors were eurrent 
yesterday that the defeat at Derby, Sat- 
urday, of Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
had disgusted him with politics, and that 
he would retire from public life. Fortunate- 
ly for the liberal party, however, Sir Wil- 
liam has himself dissipated these rumors 


by sending a dispatch to the Dally News, 
the morning organ of the party, declaring 
that he has no intention of retiring from 
politics and that he will devote himself to 
the interests of the party us jong as he is 
able to do so. 

There is no denying the fact that the 
liberals are in a state of semi-panic. Their 
electioneering machinery appeurs to have 
been broken down entirely and there is 
apparetly nothing that they can do to 
Stem the tict of overwnelming defeat that 
is flowing rapidly agaiust them, Some mem- 
bers of the party pia what little faith re- 
mains to them to Mr, Gladstone, and hope 
and trust that he. will issue a clarion call 
that will rearrange the disordered ranks 
of the liberal army and enable them to 
stand before the enemy more strengthened 
than they yet have done. Whether or not 
the old leader will do this is un- 
known. His most intimate friends say that 
if he does not soon avy sumetning, the party 
he has so often led to victory will be com- 
pletely broken down. The unionists claim 
that the electors are heartily tired of the 
home rule question and the ceaseless squab- 
bling of the Irish party and have deter- 
mined to pronounce their emphatic disap- 
proval of both and to return a parliament 
that will devote more of its time to consid- 
eration of questions which they believe are 
of far mure Mument to the country at large 
than the irish question, However this may 
be, the fact Ss ees that from present 
— the liberals are badly whip- 

ed. 

Unionists Continue To Win. 

The steady increase in the unionists’ 
strength hus again been the featare in to- 
day’s polling for memopers vf the new par- 
liament, The returns received up to mid- 
night show the election of 231 conservatives 
and unionists, 45 liberals, 13 MeCarthyites, 
and 4Parnellites~a unionist gain of 31 
seats. 

If the counties follow the lead of the 
boroughs, reverting to unionism in the same 
proportion, the party wire pullers estimate 
that Lord Salisbury will control a majori- 
ty in the commons of 90 over the combined 
liberal and trish members. Such a san- 
guine view, howaver, is in nowise assured 
of being realized. The liberals build their 
hopes upon he counties and towns to check 
the unionist flood and largely neutralize the 
early successes of that party, Sir William 
Vernon HMuraourt’s reappearance in the 
arena and his acceptance of the nomination 
for the west division of Monmouthshire, 
where Mr. C. M. Warmington, home ruler, 
wuo represented the division in the last 
parliament, declined to contest the seat, 
has greatly encouraged the liberals. 

At a meeting at Tredegar this evening 
over which Mr. Warmingtoa presided, the 
foliowing telegram was read: 

“Your generous offer is gratefully ac- 
cepted, If the constituency nominates me, 
I will fight the battle for the g£00d cause 
in west Monmouth, Let me know when ané@ 
wherelI ought to arrive. HARCOURT.” 

The reading of the message was greeted 
with round after round of applause. 

Mr, Warmington, who is a well-known 
queen’s counsellor, in 1892 defeated his con- 
servative opponent, Mr. . M. Meredyth, 
by such_an overwhelming majority that the 
unionists had resolved not to contest the 
seat. 

Now, however, it is understood that upon 
learning of Sir William's having taken the 
field they have determined to fight and 
will nominate a tory, Mr. W. E. Williams.

Excitement Runs High and More

Jackson, Miss., July 16.—A terrible trag- 
edy is reported from Learned, a station 
thirty miles southwest of here, this cven- 
ing. in which two men were shot to death 
and a half dozen more or less dangerous- 
ly wounded.

Negroes Hold a Mass Meeting—De- 
nounce “Low Whites.” 
Columbia, 8. C., July 16.--Greenville, the 
scene of yesterday's lynching and cxcite- 
ment, was perfectly quiet today. The ne- 
groes held a mass meeting in che court- 
house tonight, ridiculing the fear chat they 
would attempt to injure the people of 
Greenville, declaring that their pride in 
the progress of that town was as great as 
any of its white citizens, and declaring 
their intention of waiting patiently for their 
rights and to avoid association with ly 
whites, the negro’s worst enemies, who 
“should be held as too low for negro com- 
panionship.’”’ Court opened there today and 
the judge charged the grand jury to use 
every power to have the lynchers brought 
to justice, and at the mass meeting tonight 
the foreman of the grand jury promised the 
negroes that this woyid be done. The city 
of Greenville has offered a reward of $250 

for the arrest of any of the lynchers. 


A CRUSADE OF BLOOD. 


Residents of the South Sea Isiands 
Appeal for Protection. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 16.—A special 
to The Call from Victoria, B. C., says: 

After almost a year’s cessation of their 
barbarous practices the head hunters of 
Solomon islands have again deserted the 
plantations and embarked in crusades of 
blood. The white settlers of the interior 
and missionaries are returning by every 
steamer to Australian cities. 5o horrible 
are the crimes committed by the head 
hunters that trade is temporarily paral- 
yzed, and in despair the white residents 
of the South Sea islands have appealed 
for protection to the British admiral in 
Australian waters, Sir A. G. Bridge. This 
officer believing that the reign of terror 
required to be crushed in its incipiency, 
has undertaken the task and the first class 
cruisér Orlana was, when the steamer 
Miowaera left Sydney for this port, pre- 
paring to teach the ferocious islanders a 
salutary lesson. The latest victims of the 
savages were the ship’s company of the 
Sydney trading schooner Amelia, Captain 
D. Kerr, his mate, Samuel Smith, and eight 
or ten men. They sailed in the Amelia 
from Rubiana in the middle of April and 
have been since under distressing circum- 
stances, that unfortunately ieave no doubt 
as to their fate. When they expected to 
return to Rubiana in May, Nathaniel 
Wheatley, of that place, organized a 
search for them and succeeded in picking 
up part of a deck house, the hatches and 
other parts of the Amelia in Blanche chan- 
nel. 

Then he instituted inquiries among the 
natives and learned that some weeks ago 
a raid had been made by the head hunters 
from Rendova island by Lur-Congamen, 
and that during the raid the trading, 
schooner was met with and her crew dis- 
patched without having a chance for their 
lives. The natives who gave the informa- 
tion said the schooner was stranded on a 
reef where the massacre took place, but 
Wheatley afterward found this was un- 
true. The vessel was attacked in true 
pirate style and after butchering all o 
poard, the pirates looted the schooner and 
then set her adrift, hoping that she would 
break up and no trace be left to point to 
the fate of those belonging to her. Cap- 
tain Francis Guy, as will be remembered, 
met a similar death in the same locality 
only a year ago. Kerr and Smith had but 
recently purchased the Amelia and were en- 
gaged in collecting copra for the Sydney 
market. Capt&in Williams, of the steam- 
er Kelloe, has reported to Admiral Bridge 
that head hunting and other outlawry is, 
on the increase and that upwards of 200 
men of Rubiana are now on a bloody ex- 
pedition, having promised to secure up- 
wards of fifty trophies before returning to 
the islands.

Charleston, 8. C., July 16.—(Speciaf.)}—The 
democratic county convention which met 
here today decided by a vote of 100 to 37 
to elect a full straight-out delegation to 
the constitutional convention, thus reject-?

The main claim of infringement is upon 
the endless belt, ugSed in the formation of 
cigarettes, upon which device plaintiffs 
claim an exclusive patent. Defendants 
claim that the Briggs machine is construct- 
ed on an entirely different principle frorm 


tthe Bonsack and the patents which they 


control and that there has never been any- 
thing made like it.

YELLOW FEVER IN CUBA. 


At Santiago de Cuba It Is Epidemic. 
Bad on the Soldiers. 

Washington, July 16.—The reports receiv- 
ed today by ths marine hospital service 
from Cuba show an alarming increase in 
the number of deaths from yellow fever. 
Reports have heretofore covered a period 
of two weeks, but the one received today 
covers but one week and shows that from 
‘June 30th to July 6th there were twenty- 
five deaths reported from Santiago de 
Cuba, and for the week from July 4th 
to July lith, twenty cases and eight 
deaths at Havana. The great increase in 
the death rate in the neighborhood of 
Santiago is said to be due to the military 
operations which are in progress in the 
vicinity of that city and the presence there 
of large numbers of unacclimated soldiers. 
For the week from June 28th to July 4th 
there were nine deaths reported from Vera 
Cruz.

New Orleans, La., July 16.—Today, on 
motion of the attorney for the indicted 
ecrewmen, Judge Moise made an ordzr 
reducing the bonds of the accused. Nearly 
all the men have several charges against 
them and $2,000 in each case would compel 
some of them to give $12,000 and $14,000 
ponds. The order today makes each man’s 
bond $3,000. The friends of the accused 
rallied to their relief and at 5 o'clock ail 
the bonds had been signed and the pris- 
orers were once more set at liberty. The 
Daily States came to the rescue with others 
and Major W. J. Hearsey, editor, and 
Captain J. Pinckney Smith, business man- 
ager, signed for several of the accused.

That 
is to say, while he was in favor of dem- 
ocratie doctrine in 1890, he is now, in 
1895, opposed to that doctrine and in 
favor of the republican policy, which is 
responsible for the evils from which the 
people are now suffering. We admire the 
candor and frankness with which Sec- 
retary Smith announces that he has dis- 
carded a principle which is clearly set 
forth in the democratic platform and 
Which has been the avowed doctrine of 
the democratic party since the people 
discovered that the republicans had sur- 
reptitiously demonetized silver as a part 
of the standard money of the country. 
With equal frankness and candor we say 
that Secretary Smith’s change of mind 
does not involve a change of policy on 
the part of the democratic party. Nor 
does it involve a change of principle. 

Ordinarily when men change their 
minds in regard to party principles they 
Seek the political association of those 
with whose views they are in sympathy. 
If every democrat should change his 
views on the money question, as Secre- 
tary Smith has done, the republicans 
would have a monopoly of votes in fa- 
vor of their rascally policy. And yet the 
policy would be just as rascally as it is 
now. $Knavery doesn’t cease to be 
knavery because it is condoned. 

The difference between Secretary 
Smith and The Constitution is simple 
and easily understood. While he has 
changed his mind in regard to the re- 
monetization of silver, The Constitution 
has not changed at all.

England and Nicaragua. 

Advices have been received in Wash- 
ington to the effect that Minister Gosling 
and other British officials in Central 
America intimate that a very strong 
fleet will be sent to the Mosquito coast 
and that neither the United States nor 
Nicaragua will be permitted to control 
the proposed canal, and that Great 
Britain will practically have her guns 
cover it. : 

It is further stated that since the 
Corinto affair, Nicaragua has not felt dis- 
posed to resist British aggression unless 
she can have the United States at her 
back. In the meantime Gosling and his 
associates are going up and down Cen- 
tral America openly boasting that Eng- 
land will not allow 
States or Nicaragua to 
the canal. They hint that 
have a pretext for resuming the 
British protectorate over the Mos- 
quito Indians, and in that event a 
British fleet will take possession of the 
Mosquito ports and command the At- 
lantic entrance to the canal at Grey- 
town. 

It is true that these advices from Cen- 
tral America are private, but they do not 
surprise many of our statesmen who. 
have studied the situation. When the ad- 
ministration permitted the British to 
raise their flag over Corinto Senator Hig- 
gins declared that it was the beginning 
of a movement to secure British control 
of the Nicaragua canal. Subsequent 
events confirm this theory very strongly. 
The Chicago Inter Ocean gives the fol- 
lowing bef summary of the Mosquito 
trouble, which is England’s pretext for 
interfering in Nicaragua: 


The trouble between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua had its origin in the disturb- 
ance last year in the Mosquito reservation. 
This section of Central America has long 
been a source of friction between Great 
Britain and Nicaragua and incidentally. 
since the enunciation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, between Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. In 1848 the native king of the 
Mosquito reservation, to save himself from 
Nicaragua, acknowledged the protectorate 
of Great Britain, and as Nicaragua, backed 
by the United States, objected, Great Brit- 
ain seized the Nicaraguan Atlantic port of 
San Juan, now known as Greytown. Event- 
ually, in 1860, a treaty was effected under 
which the Mosquito reservation was al- 
lowed to retain its independence, both of 
Great Britain and Nicaragua. Last year 
Nicaragua made another and eventually 
successful attempt to establish its author- 
ity over the reservation. The British vice 
consul, Mr. Hatch, bore an active part in 
the negotiations between the contendinz 
governments, first, in protesting against 
what he declared to be an infringement of 
the treaty of 1860, and, secondly, in protect- 
ing, by means of a Britien gunboat, the 
lives and property of British and other for- 
eign residents at Bluefields, the seat of 
the Mosquito government. The Nicara- 
guan government suspected Vice Consul 
Hatch of lending his assistance to the sup- 
porters of the Mosquito chief. 

But, while the settlement has been pend- 
ing, Nicaragua has permanently intrenched 
herself in the disputed territory, and has 
established a complete internal system of 
government. It is an execution of the plan 
against which the British consul was ac- 
cused of inciting rebellion, and for this 
reason there is much apprehension as to 
whether Great Britain will assent to the 
obliteration of the old Mosquito country. 
which was the seat of all British influence 
in Nicaragua. 

The southern portion of the Mosquito 
coast is near Greytown, and this fact 


gives the territory its chief importance. 


A Washington Incident. 

The other day a correspondent in 
Washington accidentally ran against a 
member of the old congress. 

The statesman out of a job wore 
beavy winter clothes and they were 
shiny and almost shabby. The man had 
a sad, tired look about the eyes. The 
ex-congressman was glad to go into a 
cheap restaurant with the newspaper 
man and get a glass of milk and a bis- 
cuit. 

Twenty years ago the stranded politi- 
cian was at the head of a big commit- 
tee and few members of the house 
equaled him in influence. He told the cor- 
respondent that he was out of public life 
for the first time in twenty years and 
was glad to get out. Still, he did not 
know what to do. His small savings 
would barely support his family six 
months, If he went back to his native 
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whether he 
as the young lawyers controlled all the 
business. “If you are ever tempted ‘o 
enter public life,” he said, “don’t do 
it.’ : 

There are dozens of men in the lower 
house who awaited the 4th of March this 
year with dread. They have drifted 
away from their home moorings and are 
rusty in their professions. Very few are 
men of business and few have any prop- 
erty. When they give place to their suc- 
cessors they return home to face the 
world empty handed and begin at the 
bottom of the ladder. 

This is a hard fate for a man who en- 
tered congress at thirty and leaves it 
at the age of fifty.

A Capital Mistake. 

In his reply to Judge Longley, Con- 
gressman Lawson makes a mistake that 
is fatal to his whole position. He as- 
sumes that no single country ever main- 
tained the bimetallic ratio. Judge Long- 
ley had said that to reopen the mints to 
silver at the present ratio would necessa- 
rily make the value of silver $1.29 an 
ounce. 

Replying to this statement, Con- 
gressman Lawson asks: “When and 
where, in what age and _ country. 
have the coinage laws produced 
such aie result?’ and he @iain- 
tains that the statement “is refuted 
by all the facts of history and experi- 
ence.” 

We judge from this that Congressman 
Lawson. is not thoroughly familiar, with 
the facts of history and experience. 
Otherwise he would not overlook the fact 
recognized by all authorities and all stu- 
dents, both bimetallists and monometal- 
lists, that for nearly a century the coin- 
age laws of France sustained the ratio 
between the two metals at 15% to 1. 
During this period England demonetized 
silver, Germany demonetized gold and 
there was a great flood of gold taken 
from the Californian and Australian 
mints, but still the coinage laws of 
I'rance maintained the ratio steadily at 
154% to 1. The ratio established by the 
United States when the mints were first 
opened was 15 to 1. This caused our 
gold to seek the French mints. We then 
changed the ratio to 16 to 1. This caused 
our silver to seek the French mints. But 
in all these changes the ratio between sil- 
ver and gold all over the world was held 
steady at the ratio of 15% to 1. 

It is absolutely necessary to a clear 
and intelligent discussion of this question 
that those who engage in it should be 
familiar with the history of bimetallism 
in France.

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Roosevelt’s Reform Work, 

Commissioner Roosevelt is stirring up 
New York with his movement to enforce 
the Sunday laws. 

Last Sunday, it is claimed, that no 
liquor and beer were sold in the city, but 
thousands went over to Brooklyn and 
satisfied their thrist. The soda water 
dealers had to sell cautiously. A 
workman was arrested for repairing a 
sidewain .n front of a cMurch for the 
convenience of the congregation. 

Naturally hundreds of thousands of 
natives and foreigners resent this in- 
terference with what they e¢all their lib- 
erty. The clubs protest against police 
surveillance, and Mr. Fredérie Coudert 
declares that a man’s club is his castle 
and that no policeman has a right to 
enter and arrest men who are selling 
and drinking liquor. 

The newspapers are divided in opinion, 
and The World is making a bold fight 
against the Sunday law. From day to 
day it publishes the utterances of high 
officials, lawyers and preachers who 
claim that it is wrong to deprive the poor 
workingman of an opportunity to pur- 
chase his beer on Sunday. 

It is an interesting fight, but we look 
with suspicion upon New York’s reforms. 
Her reforms are generally followed by 
reactions which go to the other extreme. 
Parkhurst’s crusade, for instance, shnt 
up many disreputable houses, but filled 
the streets with abandoned 
Roosevelt’s attempt to enforce the Sun- 
day liquor law in a city with hundreds of 
thousands of foreigners will be a dead 
failure in a month’s time. 

And the worst of it is that when the 
reaction comes it will spread to other 
cities, for New York sets the pace. The 
reform that fails, the injudicious reform, 
the untimely reform, should be avoided. 
We seriously doubt, speaking frankly, the 
possibility of reforming some things in 
New York. 


A Brilliant Woman’s Troubles. 

The newspapers announce that Kate 
Chase, the former wife of rovernor 
Sprague, is now in New York, where 
she is trying to raise money to pay off 
the mortgage on her handsome Edge- 
wood estate near Washington. 

This brilliant woman is in hard luck, 
and some of the wealthy republicans 
who thought so much of her ffther, Chief 
Justice Chase, should come to her rescue. 
Kate Chase, as she is now called, is still 
handsome, and she is as bright and mag- 
netie as in the old days. She is a wo- 
man with a history. From 1860 to 1880 
she was a power in federal polities. Un- 
der her leadership there was in Washing- 
ton a real salon and her work for the 
republican party rivaled that of “ady 
Palmerston for the whigs in an earlier 
period.

fame as chief justice.

EDI1TURIAL COMMENT. 


Speaking of the suspension of The Mid- 
Continent, The Louisville Courier-Journal 
says: ‘‘The pages of the great periodicals 
of the east have always been open to 
southern writers. In all that section of the 
United States called, chiefly for the sake 
of political associations, the south, there 
was a superabundance of literary material 
to be had so bright and varied in its color- 
ing, so rich in the unusual that the writers 
who chose from it might be at once realis- 
tic enough in treatment to please. It was 
not the readers of Georgia who gave “Un- 
cle Remus’’ his vogue, any more than the 
readers of the Scottish Highlands who 
most eagefly devoured ‘‘Waverley’’ at its 
first appearance. The southern key grew 
to be one of the favorite ones with maga- 
zine readers in the eastern states, in New 
York and in Great Britain, and those who 
had acquired the taste for it had long ago 
learned to look for it in eastern magazines, 
Nor was there any substantial ground for 
thinking that southern writers needed a 
manuscript market nearer than New York 
or Boston. Manuscripts are not perishable 
goods; they are as fresh and ready to give 
out all the fullness of their aroma upon 
being opened in Franklin square or Broad- 
way, after a journey from the uttermost 
parts of Kentucky, as though they had 
been written and mailed in Harlem.” 


A Washington correspondent of The Chi- 
cago Post says the secret of Don Camer- 
on’s pull with his fellow senators is that he 
is always ready to lend them money, though 
ordinarily good mortgage security is exact- 
ed for the accommodation.

A New Book of Verse. 


There are poets in Georgia and there are

The author tells 
us that these “Echoes’’ were “piped during 
the first year of manhood’’—a fact that may 
excuse certain imperfections in rhyme and 
rhythm, in such lines, for instance, as the 
following:

And a soft, tender radiance 
From its flushings has come,” 


But there are bright bits in the book, for 
all that, and here is a sample of them: 


“Be my fate or dear or bright, 
Soon, ah! soon I'll know it;

Still I'll be her poet!’’

“She stooped and plucked a daisy, 
To bind amid her hair,

Professor McConnell is a young man who 
is making his way in the literary world, and 
competent critics havd"predicted a bright 
future for him. Marie Annie Henson, who 
writes a preface to his poems, says of him: 

“Recently the author, who never took 
a drink of whisky, who never used tobacco 
in any form, who never mingled with the 
giddy throng of the ballroom, who never 
played cards, even as a social game, and 
from whose lips. a profane or indecent 
word was never heard to fall, was licensed 
to preach.” 

This is, indeed, high praise. Surely there 
is a future in literature for the poet who 
has « record like that. We wish the author 
all the success he so richly deserves. Taken 
as a whole, his work is original; he strikes 
a new and tender note, and as the latest 
contribution to southern literature, we be. 
speak for his “Echoes from the Heart’ the 
warm appreciation of the public.

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Mrs. Avary Died from the Bflects of the 
Morphine. 


HER REMAINS TAKEN TO DECATUR 


Wo Reason, Save Sickness, Can Be Assign- 
ed for the Deed—The Circum- 
stances o: the Onase 


Mrs. Jennie Avary, who took a large dose 
of morphine in a room at the Metrapolitan 
hotel Monday night, died at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday morning from the effects of the 
drug. Mrs. Avary never regained conscious- 
nesa after the time she was fvu:id, 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained an ac- 
count of Mrs. Avary having taken the drug. 
She app’ared at the ladies’ parlor of the 
Metropolitan hotel about 6:30 p. m. Monday 
and asked the proprietor of the hotel, Mr. 
Norman, for a room fdr the night. She 
Gave the name of Mrs. Williams, of East 
Point, Ga., and was assigned to room 25, 
on the third floor of the house. 

Mrs. Avary complained of being ill, and 
wanted the proprietor to send for a physi- 
cian. She ordered her supper sent up to 
the room, and half an hour after she was 
escorted to the room Mr. Norman went up 
to ascertain what she desired for supper. 
When he entered the rvom he discovered 
that Mrs. Avary was under the influence of 
some powerful drugs, noticing that her lips 
and fingers had turned blue, and that she 
Was unconscious. He made a hasty exam- 
ination of the contents of the room and 
found an empty vial, which had evidently 
contained morphine. The little red label 
that is put around vials of morphine and 
the tinfoil around the cork were found on 
the dresser, all of which caused Mr. Nor. 
man to realize in a moment what the trou- 
ble was. He quickly dispatched a porter 
for a physician, and Drs. Huzza and Rob- 
ertson responded. 

Died of Heart Disease. 

When the physicians arrived they found 
that Mrs. Avary was in a dying condi- 
tion frem the effects of the drug, and they 
Saw at a giance that her recovery was ex- 
tremely doubtful. All the restoratives 
Known to the physicians were applied, but 
no change in Mrs. Avary’s condition was 
noticeable, she’ being too far gone to be 
brought about. The relatives and friends 
of the lady were sent for and Drg J. C. 
Avary and Arch Avary and Drs. Asher and 
Alexander soon.arrived and aided all in 
their power, but the combined efforts of the 
men of science could not bring the sufferer 
back to consciousness. 

She was kept alive during the night by 
the use of oxygen. Dr. J. P. Thomas was 
sent for, and he ha a supply of oxygen at 
the hygienic institute, which was used. 
The oxygen treatment kept life in the pa- 
tient until the hour named, when she failed 
and died of heart disease, the morphine 
having stopped the action of that member. 

The body was removed from the Metro- 
politan at 11:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
by Barclay & Co., undertakers, and was 
carried to Decatur in a private convey- 
ance, The remains will be interred at that 
place today.

It was learned yes.ieiday that Mrs. Avary 
spent the mght of July 8th at the Metro- 
politan hotei, giving her name as she did 
Monday nignt—that of Mrs, Williams. The 
hotel people state that she was never there 
before July 8th, and that they did not 
know who she was until her identity was 
disclosed Monday night.

Her mother, Mrs. Powell, was paralyzed 
about eighteen months ago. The daughter 
had watched constdntly and faithfully the 
invalid mother. Her own physical condi- 
tion became greatly run down, and she was 
on the verge of complete collapse. Friends 
state that she was accustomed to take 
morphine to relieve her suffering. They 
think she left home for a few hours of rest 
and quiet, and that the dose of morphine 
which she took was not swallowed with 
suicidal intent.

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They Hold Two Sessions at the Kimball 
Yesterday. 
SIXTY DELEGATES WERE PRESENT 


The Object of the Meeting Was To Regu- 
late tbe Output of the Various Facto- 
ries of the South. 


The Southern Fertilizer Association met 
yesterday morning at the Kimball and 
held two lengthy sessions. 

The association met in the ballroom, and 
when the meeting was called to order at 
10 o’clock by Chairman W. A, Clark more 
than fifty delegates were present. Mr. 
H. M. Tucker, Jr., of Charleston, took his 
seat as secretary and was assisted by Mr. 
vieorge McCarthy, of this city. 

As soon as the roll was called and the 
minutes of the last session read, the pres- 
ident stated the object of the meeting, and 
said that it wae an adjourned meeting and 
that the unfinished business would be given 
their first attention, 

About three weeks ago a similar session 
was held in Atlanta, and the association 
met at the Aragon. At that meeting it was 
determined that the various factories lo- 
cated throughout the south had been mak- 
ing too much fertilizer, and that it was 
necessary to cut down the amount a great 
deal in order that all of the factories would 
have an opportunity to sell the entire 
amount of goods that they manufactured. 
This move on the part of the members 
seemed to meet with general satisfaction, 
and it was decided that tho meeting ad- 
journ until further investigation could be 
made, and a committee was appointed to 
see just how much the output should be 
curtailed. The convention then adjourned 
to meet again in this city on the iéth of 
July. 

As soon as the meeting was called to 
order yesterday morning this question of a 
decrease in the manufacture of fertilizers 
was the first considered. It is well to state 
that the meeting was held behind closed 
doors and the report or the committee ap- 
pointed at the last meeting was not di- 
vulged. Many addresses were made be- 
fore the meeting, and all of the members 
said that it was best to curtail their out- 
put, as heretofore there has always been 
an overproduction. Many of the larger fac- 
tories have been forced to shut down this 
spring on account of the large stock that 
was carried over from last season, It is 
said that all of the factories will greatly 
reduce the output from now.on, and that 
they will only manufacture enough to sup- 
ply their trade. 

“We have been making entirely too 
much,” said a large manufacturer yester- 
day afternoon, “and we have decided that 
we will cut this amount down considerably 
in the future. A large number of the larger 
concerns have been idle a _ considerable 
length of time on account of this, and we 
now propose to equalize the business, and 
we will all cut the product of our plants 
a ceriain per cent. This percentage has not 
as yet been determined. We are now con- 
sidering that, and will not adjourn until 
we make all of the arrangements for the 
future. I am satisfied that we are pursu- 
ing a wise policy and that we have now put 
in motion a movement that will solve the 
question satisfactorily and in the most 
equitable manner. 

“Our association is still in its infancy, 
and we have already accomplished a great 
deal, and are now determined to place the 
affairs of the organization upon a sound 
business footing. We held our first meeting 
in Atlanta last year, at which time we par- 
tially effected our organization. The next 
meeting was held in Charleston, when we 
adjourned to meet in Savannah. The next 
session was held here about three weeks 
ago at the Aragon hotel, and the session 
that we are now holding is an adjourned 
meeting. We will fix the amount that dif- 
ferent mills will manufacture in the future, 
and every member of the association is 
giving this movement his approval. 

“The meeting now in session was called 
wholly to determine the regulation of the 
output. There will be many things that 
will claim our attention in the near future, 
but they will have attention at some later 
time.”’ 

The morning session adjourned at 4:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, to meet again 
last night at 8 o’clock. The night session 
Was well attended, but it was not stated 
what was done. It is very probable that 
the meeting will adjovrn this morning, 
subject to a call of the president. 

At noon yesterday the members of the 
local fertilizer association tendered the 
association an elegant spread at the Kim- 
ball. In the afternoon most of the mem- 
bers were driven out to the exposition 
grounds and other points of interest in 
the city.

HER FUNERAL THIS AFTERNOON, 


Formerity Principal of the Girls’ High 
Sehool—Her Work for the 
Exposition. 


Mrs. Salouel McKinley Bussey, after sev- 
eral days of patitit suffering, died at 8:10 
o’olock yesterday méOrning. 

The death of this noble and brilliant lady. 
in the prime of life and just as her career 
of usefulness was beginning to approach 
its zenith, is indeed a sorrowful dispensa- 
tion. 

No one enjoyed the love and confidence of 
a larger circle of friends than Mrs. Bussey. 
Her life was truly a benediction and, from 
a human pont of view, no greater calamity 
could befall her friends than her sad death. 

For more than eleven yeafs Mrs. Bussey 
was Wentified with the public school sys- 
tem of Atlanta. Her mental gifts fitted her 
in‘ @ peculiar measure for the schoolroom 
and she never wearied in the task of im- 
parting knowledge. It was a labor of 
love to her and this explains in part, at 
least, her phenomenal success as a public 
school teacher. During heft administration 
as principal of the Girls’ High school that 
institution made rapid progress and took 
its place in the very front rank of southern 
schools. 

Possessed of marvelous tact and ‘ine ad- 
ministrative talent, Mrs. Bussey, in resign- 
ing her position as principal of the school. 
left behind her one of the best records ever 
made in that or any similar institution. 
Much of the popularity that now belongs 
to the school is due to the prestige given 
to -it by Mrs, Bussey during her brief ad- 
ministration, 

Mrs. Bussey has never enjoyed perfect 
health since the death of her husband, Dr. 
J. N. Bussey, about four years ago. No 
apprehensions of a serious nature, howev- 
er, were entertained in regard to her ill- 
ness until several weeks ago.. It then be- 
Came evident that her life was fast near- 
ing its end and that death would soon 
touch her drooping eyelids into sleep. 

Mrs. Bussey came to Atlanta last winter 
from her home in Columbus. She took a 
profound interest in the work of the wo- 
man’s board of the exposition and devoted 
many hours to the special work assigned to 
her, She entered upon her duties with the 
rosy enthusiasm that always character- 
ized her labors and never relaxed her zeal 
in the great enterprise until the chill of 
death was upon her. 

In personal beauty Mrs. Bussey had few 
equals. Richly endowed with all the graces 
of form and feature that constitute beauty 
of outline Mrs. Bussey possessed a boveli- 
ness of character that was even more 
charming than her person. Her disposi- 
tion was gentle and affectionate and her 
playful smile resembled the rich qualities 
of a sunbeam. Self-denial. was one of the 
distinguishing traits of her character and 
she frequently exhausted her own strength 
to promote the good of others. In return 
for this unselfish devotion to her friends 
she received the recompense of loyal friend- 
ship and numbered countless hearts among 
her conquests. : 

Mrs. Bussey belonged to one of the oldest 
and best families in the South. Her father 
was the late Ebenezer Davies McKinley. 
of Newnan, Ga., one of the most distin- 
guished citizens of Ged?éia. Her mother. 
whose maiden name was Miss Annie Reed. 
was the daughter of Colonel Jesse Reed, of 
Brunswick county, Virginia, a gallant of- 
ficer in the last war with England and a 
member of the state assembly from Bruns- 
wick county. Colonel Reed married Miss 
Susan Maclin, of Virginia, a daughter of 
Colonel James Maclin, ot St. Andrew’s 
parish and a descendant of Frederick Mac- 
lin, a distinguished member from Bruns- 
wick county of the famous convention of 
1776. The Maclin family were descended 
from two brothers, William and John, who 
came from Scotland to Virginia in 1735 and 
were among the early colonial patriots who 
gave to the Old Dominion its prestige 
among the colonies. 

On her father’s side of the house Mrs. 
Bussey was descended from the Davies. 
Cummins and McKinleys from Wales and 
Scotland, who came to America, with oth- 
er covenanters, to escape religious persecu- 
tion. The noted divine, Rev. Samuel Da- 
vies, president of Princeton college in 1749. 
was «a member of the wvavies branch of her 
family. Her ancestors were all noted for 
their culture and zeal for learning. The 
Rev, Francis Cummins, D.D., who preached 
to Presbyterian parishes in South Carolina 
and Georgia for fifty years, was Mrs 
Bussey’s great grandfather. The McKin- 
ley family has long been one of the lead- 
ing families of Georgia. Dr. Archibald 
Carlisle McKinley, her grandfather, was a 
noted physician and moved from Abbeville. 
8. C., to Lexington, Ga., vearly one hun- 
dred years ago. Her father, Ebenezer Da- 
vies McKinley, and his two brothers. 


| Charles Goodloe and William McKinlev. 


were among the ablest members of the 
Georgia bar before the War, Her -uncle. 

Francis Cummins . McKinley, established 
the first store in Atlanta prior to the buiid- 
ing of the Georgia railroad. 

Mrs. Bussey was one of the founders of 
the Atlanta chapter of the Daughters of 
the Reyolution, the first local chapter es- 
tablished in the United States, For the 
first two ycafS she was chairman of the 
board of m-nagers and her able direction 
helped to maké this chapter one of the 
foremost in the sisterhood. She was re- 
cently elected a member cf the Georgia Se- 
clety of Color:al Dames of America.

béréaved by the sad death of Mrs. Bus- 
sey, are two brothers, Messrs. Nathaniel 
and Joseph EH. McKinley; two sisters, Mrs. 
Francis Scales and Miss Junia MsKinlev.

Among her nearest relatives are Car- 
lislo McKinley, editor of The Charleston 
News and Courier and author of “An Ap-

The negro gave his name as Ben Ligon 
and claims that he is from Cartersville, 
and is not the man wanted. The negro who 
escaped under that mame got away frcm 
the coal mines near Rising Fawn, Ga., in 
August, 1893, and was described as being 
about twenty years old at that time. The 
negro under arrest appears to be much 
older than that, but Patrolman Daniels is 
Satisfied that he is the negro wanted. 

Acting Chief of Police Wright telegraphed 
to Rising Fawn yesterday and asked if the 
man was wanted there. -A reply was re- 
ceived stating that a reward of $75 would 
be paid for the delivery of the escaped con- 
vict at Rising Fawn. The description sent 
by the officials at Rising Fawn and that of 
the negro under arrest differ in respect to 
the age of the man and somewhat in the 
height. 

Patrolman Daniel bases his belief on the 
man Qsing the escaped convict on the fact 
that the man’s brother, who runs a barber 
shop on Peters street, admits that bis 
brother is wanted and says that he told him 
not to come here. 

Henry Dickson Caught Yesterday. 

Henry Dickson, the negro who cut his 
wife late Saturday night, was arresved by 
Marshal Ryan, of Oakland, yesterday and 
lodged in the station house. He is charged 
with disorderly conduct in the police court, 
but a case of assault with intent to murder 
may develop against him when tie city 
case is tried this morning. 

It seems that Dickson went home late 
Saturday night and found a negro man 
named Fuller there. Dickson made an at- 
tack on both Fuller and his wife and cut 
both of them, his wife’s injuries being 
quite serious. She was taken to the Grady 
hospital where her wounds were attended 
to. Dickson evaded arrest until captured 
by Marshal Ryan yesterday.

Whe Bears Raided the Industrials and Suc- 
ceeded in Causing 6 Sharp Break. 
More Gold Going Out. 
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New York, July 16.—The interests working 
to bring about lower prices for the Indus- 
trials were quite successful today. Their 
@bjective point was Chicago Gas and they 
started in early to sell the stock and kept 
at it until the close. At the end of the day 
they had prices down to 49%, against S& 
last night. Final transactions, however, 
were at 51. At one time the street was 
flooded with inquiries from all parts of the 
country as to the likelihood of the com- 
pany passing into the hands of a receiver. 
This was denied, but it was said in some 
quarters that since the company has been 
unable to get any relief from the Illinois 
legislature and can hardly expect any from 
Attorney General Moloney, the only thing 
left to do is to apply for a friendly receiv- 
ership and then reorganize under the laws 
of lilinois. ‘ Leather was heavy in the carly 
trading and broke from 83% to 81%. The 
decline led to covering and a rally to 8% 
ensued. American Cotton Oil dropped 2% 
to 23% and Tobacco 1 to 107. Sugar first 
rose 1% to 106 and then receded to 106%@- 
106%. Lead rose % to 35% and then declined 
to #%G34%. Distilling sold down % to 19% 
and recovered to 1%.@19%. The sale of the 
property is set down for August 4th at Chi- 
cago. Rubber stocks were firm on the 
statement filed at the réquest of the stock 
exchange. This statement shows a total 
income for the fiscal year ended April 1, 
1895, of $2,950,243, and a surplus of $876,217. 
The railway list stubbornly refused to 
yield with the Industrials for a time and in 
the morning session was positively firm.

I have found some recipes for chafing 
dish preparations which seem especially 
appropriate to the season, and, as they 
come recommended by high authority, it 
may be worth the while of any lady to 
paste them in her cooking book. Here 
they are: 

Orange Omelet—Three oranges, gratei 
rind of one, two tablespoons butter, s‘x 
tablespoons sugar, half a saltspoon salt, 
four eggs. Pare and slice two oranges and 
equeeze out the juice. Beat the yolks of 
the eggs until lemon-colored and thick; 
add the rest of the sugar, the rind, and 
the tablespoons of orange juice. Beat the 
whites of the eggs until very stiff, then cut 
and. fold (do not stir) into the rest of the 
mixture. Have the butter very hot in the 
cutlet pan, and pour in the omelet. As it 
begins to thicken well, spread over the 
sliced oranges, fold the omelet over them 
from the sides of the pan, cover and finish 
cooking over the hot-water pan. 

The oranges may be prepared and the 
eggs beaten beforehand, spreading a damp 
cloth over the bowls containing the beaten 
é€ggs to keep them moist. It is a point to 
be emphasized in the graceful and expadi- 
tious use of the chafing dish, that the ma- 
terials be measured and prepared as much 
as possible beforehand. 

Vanilla Souffle—Yolks of four eggs, whites 
ef eight eggs, one heaping tablespoon of 
butter, three tablespoonss sugar, one [ea- 
spoon vanilla.Beat the yolks until light and 
thick; add sugar and vanilla, and «then 
cut in the well-beaten whites (do not stir).

The Contractor for the New Stracture 
Began Work Yesterday 


BY TEARING AWAY THE OLO BRIDGE 


All of the Material for the New Bridge Has 
Been Mads and Will Reach Atianta 
Today and Tomorrow.

The Broad street bridge, that relic of 
ancient days, is fast disappearing and in a 
short time the last vestige of the crumbling 
structure will be removed. 

With the first rays of the sun yesterday 
morning a healthy looking man with an air 
of proprietorship, led a large squad of 
men upon the old bridge, where a temporary 
halt was made. All of the men were equip- 
ped with bundles and packs of tools and 
were evidently trained workmen. While 
they rested in one place the leader made @ 
study of the bridge and in a few minutes 
returned to the crowd, to whom he gave 
orders. Then there was a scattering, some 
of the men going to one side of the bridge 
and some to the other, while others went 
down the steps underneath, Then there was 
a shocking of coats and within ten minutes 
the clank of the hammer and the ring of 
the saw was heard by the few who were 
outs 

The noise went on and when the’ early 
business man came down town he found 
the sideways over which he had been 
walking for so many years barred by 
planks nailed across the approaches and 
behind them men tearing away the old 
walk, It did not require any questioning to 
ascertain what was going on. It was appa- 
rent to the observer that the old bridge was 
being torn away to make room for the new 
one, Just as fast as the old timbers could 
be torn away they were removed and the 
space cleared away for the material of 
which the new bridge will be constructed. 
Moving in and out among the men at work 
was the one who led them on the bridge, 
and he proved to be Mr. T, F, Webb, fore- 
man of the Edgemore Bridge Company, of 
Wilmington, Del. He was taking careful 
observations and making close measure- 
ments all the while and appeared to have 
little time to give to questioners. But dur- 
ing the day Mr. Bell, chairman of the 
bridge committee, came up and it was then 
that Mr. Webb found time to talk, all the 
mage Walking over the place with Mr. 

eli. 

“The work has at last begun,”’ said Mr, 
Bell after he had left the bridge, ‘“‘and I 
am glad it has. The foreman tells me that 
he will be able to have the bridge finished 
by the time the contract requires,” 

“When is that?’ was asked. 

“The first of September. All of the mate- 
rial for the bridge has been completed and 
is now on the way here from the Edgemore 
plant in Delaware. In fact some of it is 
here and it won’t take long to put the bridge 
up, The bridge may be called a ready-made 
bridge for that Matter, for all of the work 
has been done except putting it together. 
All of the measurements were taken the 
right way before the work Was started and 
every pléce was made to fit the require- 
ments. It will all be here within the next 
few days and then the men will begin 
putting it up as it belongs.” 

“Will the old bridge be closed in- the 
mean time?’’ 

“No, not all of it. The west side of the 
bridge will be taken in hand first and as 
s00n as it has been taken away and the new 
has been put in its place, the same will be 
done for the other side. While the work is 
going on on the west side the east side 
of the bridge will be kept open for street 
cars, Carriages and all kinds of traffic and 
then when the west side has been com- 
pleted the traffic will be transferred to 
that side while the east side is being built, 
In that way the street will not be block. 
aded at all and traffic can £0 On just the 
same as though the bridge ha@ not been 
molested,”’ 

“What will be the cost of the bridge?’ 

‘In round figures $23,000. That includes 
the money, $5,000, that the street railroad 
company must pay. The street car company, 
you know, is bound for that amount, and 
in fact, it may be said that the company 
has already made it good, Unless there is 
some extra work on the abutments the work 
will not exceed those figures, for the reason 
that they represent the contract price.’’ 

“Will there be any work necessary on 
the abutments?’ 

“Well, when the bids were asked for it 
was thought that the abutments would 
not have to be touched, but since the 
work of tearing the bridge away began, it 
is apparent that there may be some 
work necessary, This is not’ known yet, 
however, but if it should become necessary 
to touch’ the abutments the cost will not be 
very heavy.” 

“Will any of the material now in the old 
bridge be used for the new bridge ?’’ 

“None at.all. The new bridge is made of 
the finest material and the plans by which 
it is to be built are very much like the For- 
Syth street bridge, The structure over the 
surface of the bridge is almost exactly like 
it. All of that superstructure of the Broad 
street bridge will be torn away just as the 
rest of the bridge and will be replaced with 
a new one resembling the Forsyth street 
bridge very much. So much will they be 
alike that they may be called the twin 
bridges.”’

CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


Promotions To Be Only After Appro- 
priate Examinations. 


Washington, July 16,—The president .has 
promulgated a new rule modifying rule V, 
of the civil service rules, the effect of which 
is to greatly limit the number of promo- 
tions in classified customs districts, except 
after appropriate examination. The neces- 
sity for the change in the rule arose from 
the extension of the classifigation in the 
customs service on the 2d of November 
last to positions paying salaries of less 
than $900, opening the door for the pro- 
motion of many persons who had entered 
the service through personal or political 
favoritism. The old rule would permit these 
persons, after they were brought into the 
classified service, to be advanced to many 
of the best paying positions without exami- 
nation. 

Under the new rule, promotions can be 
made only to a limited extent without ex- 
amination and no promotions can be made 
from one grade to another without an ap- 
propriate examination to test fitness for the 
position to which the promotion is to be 
made. This amendment does not apply to 
the New York customs district, for which 
special promotion regulations are provided, 


requiring examinations for all promotiona.

Well Posted Railroad Men Explain How 
the Report Originated—Commissioas on 
Passenger Business Cut O@.

President Hoffman, of the Seaboard Air- 
Line, denies the deal aiso, and says that 
the Southern is not purchasing stock in the 
Seaboard and Roanoke, and there is no 
reason why it should, and it couldn’t if 
it wanted to. 

President Spencer also denies the story. 
He says that there is no truth in the re- 
port, though he admits that there nas been 
Such a report out and that he has heard 
it. He says that the Southern :s not pur- 
chasing competing lines, put oualy wants 
lines that may be used as feeders. He also 
Says that he cannot possibly understand 
how such a report could have -tarted. 

To Southern officials and other railroad 
men here there seems to ve no great 
mystery surrounding the possibility of such 
&@ report starting in several ways. ‘It is 
well Known,” said a prominent railroad 
man yesterday afternoon, ‘‘thar the South- 
ern has been buying termina! property in 
Portsmouth. The Southern has, in fact, 
been purchasing extensively, and the gen- 
eral railroad public has kept its breath 
inhaled for some time, waiting on the 
Southern to make another move. It has 
not been so very long, either, since a party 
of Southern officials took a ride over the 
Seaboard route. It was at the time hinted 
that it was an inspection trip, and that 
much might result from it.” 

' What Another Railroad Man Says. 

“IT think that the report might weil be 
true,” sa.d a well-known railroad man. 
‘There is no better property than tne Sea- 
board and Roanoke. It pays well, and 1s 
a fine road. If 1 had the necessary money, 
I would ratHer buy that road than any 
other of ‘.lar length for the same price. 
Of course, its purchase carries with it the 
leases on the Kaleigh and Gaston, (tue 
Raleigh and Augusta and the Georgie, 
Carolina and Northern.

SENDING OUT CIRCULARS. 


Matter of Commission Withdrawal 
Goes Into Effect on August Ist. 
Commissioner Finley returned yesterday 
afternoon from New York and will be at 
his desk today. He will have plenty of 
work on hand, though the majority of it 
has been looked after by Secretary Rock- 

we ll. 

Yesterday morning Mr. 
to send out the circular, 
withdrawal of commissions to ticket 
agents selling coupon tickets. Twelve 
thousand of these circulars will be sent 
out—no small job, by the way, but one 
which can readily be disposed of by Com- 
missioner Finley’s spiendid force, 

Ten thousand of the circulars will be 
sent to the ticket agents wno come under 
the ruling, and 2,000 go to the roads inter- 
ested. Commissioner Finley was at a 
Beeting in st. Louis a week or two ago, 
in whica this question was thoroughly ais- 
cussed and the form of circular agreed on. 

These commissions, so experienced pas- 
senger men say, have been the cause of 
several passenger rate wars. When trav- 
eling men are on the lookout for the best 
rates where they cam make several differ- 
ent connections to one place, they go to 
one office and ask for rates. When they 
go to the second office the agent, rather 
than lose a passenger, divides his commis- 
sion and sells the ticket below the regular 
rate. This comes to the ears of the other 
road, and the commissions are increased 
or a rate war ensues. 

The circular is headed “Withdrawal of 
Commissions,’’ and reads as follows: 

*‘Dear Sir—The agreement of the South- 
ern States Passenger Association prohibits 
on the part of its members the payment of 
or participation in commissions or com- 
pensation in any other form, direct or in- 
direct, for the sale of tickets or for the 
purpose of securing business to or from or 
within -its territory. 

“In recognition of the requirement of 
that association, notice is hereby given in 
behalf of our railways, east of the Missis- 
Sippi river and south of the QOhio river, 
that, commencing August 1, 1895, payment 
of or participation in commissions, or com- 
pensation in any form, direct or indirect. 
will be discontinued in connection with 
passenger traffic to and from points in the 
territory comprised within the states of 
Tennessee (east of Chattanooga and in- 
cluding that point), Alabama (east of Mo- 
bile and east and south of Birmingham, 
including birmingham), Florida, Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, except points in Virginia located on 
and north of the Norfoik and Western 
railroad, from and including Bristol, 
through Roanoke, Lynchburg and Peters- 
burg, and to and including Norfolk.

SHE'S A WOMAN 


And the Ladies of Atlanta Circulate a 
Petition in Mrs. Nobles’s Behalf. 


FIND MANY TO SIGN IT 


THEY 


They Will Ask the Ladies of Twiggs 
County To Get Up a 
Similar Petition. 


Several prominent ladies of this city are 
earnestly working on a petition in behalf 
of Mrs. Nobles, who is convicted of being 
an accomplice in the killing of her husband 
and who is now under sentence of death. 

The trial at Jeffersonville last week was 
one of the most sensational ever held in 
the state. 

The movement was started at th® sug- 
gestion of one of the most prominent ladies 
in the city and there are several ladies in 
the city already actively at work in behalf 
of this woman, 

Miss Leonora Beck is deeply interested 
in the affair and when asked about it yes- 
terday she said: 

“Yes, it is true that we are getting up 
the petition and are meeting with gratify- 
ing success; in fact, we have not spoken to 
a single lady who did not immediately offer 
her assistance. 

“The woman was driven to the crime 
by the ill treatment of thher husband, and 
while we do not claim that she is insane. 
we firmly believe that she is not in full 
possession of her mind. 

“There is no doubt about our getting the 
pefifion signed by the prominent ladies of 
the city,’’ continued Miss Beck, ‘‘and when 
we do that we are going to get the ladies 
of Jefferson county td get up a petition and 
present them both to the governor.” 

There will be several copies of the peti- 
tion .printed and ladies in the different 
parts of the city will have them signed. 

“We can get as many as is needed to 
sign it,’’ stated Miss Beck. “If necessary, 
we can yet seven or eight hundred, We 
are sure of the co-operation of :the ladies in 
Jefferson county and we are hopeful.” 

The petition to the governor argues 
as one of the principal reasons why the 
pardon should be granted that not in the 
records of Georgia has a woman ever been 
hung; that the woman was driven to des- 
peration by the ill treatment of her hus- 
band; that she is not in the full possession 
of her mind, not meaning that she is in- 
sane, but that she was slightly demented on 
account of ill treatment and poverty; that 
it is her first offense; that the records of 
Georgia would be stoinedi with the ngme of 
a woman who met death on the gallows. 

The assistance of the Woman's Press 
Club is sure to be obtaincd, as Miss Beck is 
president of the club and is deeply inter- 
ested in the success of the petition. 

‘Our object,” stated Miss Beck, “is to 
save this woman from the gallows. We 
do not deny that she should suffer for the 
part she took in the crime, but we think 
that life imprisonment would be a just pun- 
ishment, even though she did commit the 
murder.”’ 

The movement was only started yester- 
day morning and before night a number of 
ladies had offered to go out and do active 
work. This predicts success as far as the 
getting up of the petition is concerned, and 
the only question the ladies are anxious 
about is whether or not the governor will 
change the sentence on the strength of the 
petition. 

The ladies of Jefferson sympathize great- 
ly with Mrs. Nobles and there will be no 
trouble about getting up a full petition 
there. 

The outcome will be watched with great 
interest. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


The hot wave which made its appearance 
in the northwest a few days ago has spread 
to the eastward, and at the hour of obser- 
vation last night it was seen that it occu- 
pied the entire country, except a narrow 
strip along the north Atlantic seaboard.

IN DUNCAN'S PAYOR 


A Strong Affidavit in the Case Made by 
Mrs. Cora Landis, 


SHE IS THE SISTER OF MRS, SANNER 


~ 
The Story She Told to Colonel Glenn Is 
Sensational—There Seems ‘'o Be Some- 
thing Back oi the Prosecution. 


More testimony favorable to Adolphus 
Duncan, the twice-convicted and twice-sen- 
tenced negro, who has steadily avowed 
that he is innocent of the charge of criminal 
assault on Mrs. M, C. Sanner, developed 
yesterday. 

The testimony this time comes from the 
lips of Mrs. Sanner’s sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Cora Landis, who is a daughter of Mr. 
Thomas Addington and a niece of the wife 
of Dr. W. M. Curtis. The story she swears 
to will be a strong point in Duncan's favor 
and bears out the point made by the defense 
that Landis shot the negro and it was 
thought best that: he should be sworn 
against as having committed a criminal 
assault. 

In company with Dr. Curtis Mrs. Landis 
went to the office of Glenn & Rountree yes- 
terday and told her story. Beginn.ng her 
affidavit she states that she disliked to ap 
pear aS a witness in the case on account 
of fear of her husband, Tom Landis, and 
because of tne unpieasant character of tne 
transaction. She says that at the time of 
the alleged criminal assault she lived within 
300 yards of Mrs. Sanner’s home. One 
night, she states, Mrs, sanner came to tne 
Landis home and called for her brother 
Tom, 

The affidavit is as follows: 

“I said, ‘What is it, Mattie?’ and she 
answered: ‘l met a big Diack negro over 
here in the woods ana battied with him, 
and battled and battied with him, ana he 
tore all my ciothes off of me, and tried to 
cut my tnroat, and tried to rob me, 1 
just want ‘tom to go and get my hat and 
purse and hanu satchel.’ " 

“Tom and Mattie went off, and they were 
not gone much over five minutes when his 
father came out there. Tom came back 
after they had caught the negro, and rap- 
ped on the door, and I asked if it was him 
and he said‘ Yes’ and opened the door, and 
he says: ‘Law! if I haven't had a time since 
I left here. And 1 says ‘Why, what is the 
matter’. He says: ‘1 caugnt that negro, 
and [| shot him, too, I will learn him how 
to rape white women.’ This was the first 
intimation or suggestion from any source 
that there was ot any rape, or assault with 
intent to rape, involved in the matter, as 
Mrs. Sanner had claimed when she came 
up to the heuse that the negro had only 
attempted to rob her, and that they had a 
scuffle over the attempt, and in which at- 
tempt to rob her he had tried to cut her 
throat. 

“*After.-my husband, Tom Landis, left to 
go to court, I had a conversation with the 
elder Mr. Lanais, father of Mrs. Sanner, 
and I asked him if Mattie told him the 
particulars of the case, and he said that she 
stated to him something just what she had 
stated to me. He said that she had a 
struggle and had battled with the negro 
while he was trying to rob her, and about 
as she had told it to me the night before. I 
says: ‘Well, pa, did she not tell you that 
he had ravished her?’ He says that she 
he had ravished her? He says that ‘she did 
not; I am at the first of that,’ to which Il 
replied that I thought it strange that she 
nad not told her own father, for if any 
one had tried to ravish me, he would have 
been the first one that I would have told. 

‘Thomas Landis, after he came back that 
night from chasing the negro, told me that 
if the negro that he had chased and shot 
was the same one who had attacked Mrs. 
Sanner, he had changed hig headgear, as it, 
when he found him, did rot fill the descrip- 
tion that she had given of the negro, and 
that he did not see’ ‘how in the h—l Mat 
was going to identify: that negro.’ 

“When Thomas Landis left the house that 
morning after the shooting, going down to 
the trial, he said to me: ‘You must stick to 
me, now I am 1n trouble.’ I said, ‘What 
about?’ and he said: ‘For shooting that 
negro.’ ”’

It 
was finally secured and copies of it will 
be sent to all the large cities in the south 
for identification. A copy will also be 
placed in the gallery at the station house. 
Claimed He Was Sick. . 

McNamara endeavored to work the sick 
decge at the station house late yesterday 
afternoon and last night, claiming to be 
suffering from severe attacks in the side. 
He raved and called for a doctor. He was 
taken from ‘his cell in the state prisoners’ 
department of the prison and Dr. McDaniel 
was sent for. The physician made an ex- 
amination of the man and stated that he 
was exaggerating his illness. He was given 
an injection of morphine and was pro- 
nounced all right by the physician. 

When seen in ‘his cell by a Constitution 
reporter last night, he seemed to forget his 
rain for a moment and said that he was 
arrested as a joke. He said that he aid 
not intend to steal the money from Hill, 
it being simply a joke. He was somewhat 
under the influence of intoxicants when ar- 
rested, but had sobered up last night. 

He Is a Black Sheep. 

A young man who claimed to be Mc- 
Namara’s friend called at the police sta- 
tion last night and said that’ McNamara 
was from Birmingham, in which city he 
had two brothers who were mine owners. 
He said that the man under arrest was 
the black sheep of a good family and that 
MeNamara’s people stood well in Ala- 
bama. 

McNamara will probably be taken before 
Justice of the Peace Bloodworth for trial 
today, a warrant against him having been 
sworn out before that judge. 


HUDSON IS HAPPY. 


Uncle Sam’s Warrant Against fim 
Dismissed Yesterday Afternoon. 
The warrant against the Whitehall street 
photographer, W. ‘IT. Hudson, charging 
him with violating the federal statutes, in 
gending a nude picture through the mails, 
was dismissed by Commissioner Broyles 

yesterday afternoon. 

It was held by the commissioner, in ac- 
cordance with a recent decision of the 
supreme court of the United States, that 
Hudson had violated no federal statute in 
sending a nude picture, in a sealed en- 
velope, with the owner’s consent. 

The defendant was represented by Colo- 
nel P. EF. Smith, who made a vigorous 
fight in his behalf. At the close of the 
testimony he moved to dismiss the case on 
the ground that the government had fail- 
ed to make out a prosecution. Arguments 
were made on both sides of the legal point 
thus raised, the district attorney repre- 
senting the government’s horn of the di- 
lemma. After hearing all the decisions 
read the comimssioner decided that a suffi- 
cient case had not been made out, under 
the statute, to warrant the detention of 
Hudson. The warrant was accordingly 
dismissed. «4 

The case has been pending before Com- 
missioner Broyles for two days and has 
attracted much attention.

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j $15,000 in Sight To Pay for the Police 


at the Exposition. 
wR, FRANK RICE OUTLINES HIS PLANS 


The Lxposition Apprepriates $5,000 and 
Council Is Te Give an Addi- 
tional $5,000. 


A problem that has been puzzling the 
minds of the police*board and the exposi- 
tion officials lies im the question, how are 
the exposition grounds to be partrolled and 
where is the necessary money to .come 
from? 

This knotty problem was greatly gimpli- 
fied at yesterday’s meeting of the executive 
board and a vast amount of the credit for 
the solution belongs to Mr. Frank Rice. 
He it was who devised a plan whereby the 
troublesome question will be settled. 

In making the year’s appropriations the 
council startled the exposition people by 
getting aside only $5,000 for police protec- 
tion at the grounds. A glance sufficed to 
show that this sum was totally insufficient. 
It was the opinion of nearly all of the ex- 
position officials that four times that 
amount would be necessary. Captain 
James W. English, who knows as much 
about the administration of the police de- 
partment of this city as any living man, 
and who is also well acquainted with the 
scope and: magnitude of the exposition, gave 
it as his deliberate judgment that five 
times the amount set apart would be re- 
quired to pay for the police protection at 
the grounds. His yiew met with the in- 
dorsement of nearly all of the exposition 
directors and several members of the coun- 
cil. 

Where was the additional money to come 
from? The council had said that it nad 
stretched to the last extremity the city’s 
income for the year and that there wes no 
surplus upon which it could draw ‘o SUPp- 
ply the need. It was clearly the city’s duty 
to protect the grounds from lawless people, 
as the exposition park is incorporated for 
police purposes. It was absolutely neces- 
sary that there be a sufficient numer of 
policemen on the grounds to protect the 
visitors and property. It was expected that 
there would be a great influx of thieves and 
confidence men, and extra precautions were 
needed to foil their efforts. 

The matter was placed in the hands of 4 
committee, of which Mr. Frank Rice was 
chairman. Mr. Rice took up the matter 
with his accustomed energy. Yesterday he 
appeared before the executive board with 
a report of his work. 

‘| have gone over the matter with the 
eity officials,’’ said he, “and I have here 
an estimate of the police force that will be 
needed at the exposition. I can state that 
the council will appropriate $5,000 addition- 
al, making a total apvropriation from the 
city of $10,000, if we will appropriate $5,000 
for police purposes. I move that we make 
that appropriation.” 

His estimate ealled for a police force on 
the grounds consisting of one captain, two 
sergeants, two station house Keepers, two 
turnkeys, one call man, two wagon men 
ernd forty patroimen. He was of the opin- 
ion that fully that number of men would 
be needed. Dr. Spalding thought the foree 
suggested entirely adequate. 

Chairman English was of the opinion that 
the $15,000 which this action would give 
would be inadequate. “I have said from 
the first that about $26,000 or 328,000 will be 
needed to properly patrol that exposition,” 

said he. “The board might as well know 
in starting out that the sum mentioned will 
not be sufficient.” 

Mr. Smith suggested that the 
would furnish police protection untii the 
earning period of the exposition was 
reached, then further provision might be 
made. . 

Mr. Rice’s motion to appropriate $5,000 
of the exposition’s funds to be added to 
the police appropriation was carried. 

The Electric Committee. 

Chairman Atkinson, of the electricity 
committee, stated ,that he had great diffi- 
culty in securing a quorum at the commit- 
tee meetings, It was important that the 
meetings be well attended. In view cf this 
statement President Collier appoirted 
Messrs. Rice, Oglesby and E. C. Spalding 
on the committee. 

The Water in the Lake. 

For information Mr. Clark Howell atked 
if there was any doubt about Lake Clara 
mere being filled in time for the opening 
of the exposition. Mr. Grant Wilkins ex- 
Plained that he felt sure that the leke 
would not only be full, but clear as a crys- 
tal when the exposition was opened. He 
said water was being turned into the lake 
between the haurs of 9 e’clock p. m. and 5 
o'clock a. m. through a ten-inch main end 
that before the week was out an additional 
six-inch main would he added. He feis 
Sure that there would be no difficulty about 
filling the lake in time.

Dally Changes Boing Wrought at the 
Exposition Grounds. 


ADMISSION TO BE CHARGED NEXT MONTH 


The Electrie Cables Are Being Laid and 
the Buildings Will All Soon Be 
Wired for the Lights. 


Yesterday was a busy day at the expo- 
sition grounds, and when the workmen left 
the park last night the result of their day’s 
work was entirely satisfactory. 

A large force of hands is at work laying 
the underground ducts for the electric 
cables, and the wires will completely cn- 
circle the groinds. The wires will be laid 
before the end of the week is reached, and 
then the connections will be made, when 
all will be ready for the current with 
which the grounds and buildings wiil be 


lighted. 

Not for a moment yesterday did the 
work appear to drag, and the laborers ac- 
complished much. They werked briskly, 
and their movements were full of energy. 
The wiring of the grounds is an immcuse 
undertaking, and it will require a vast 
amount of work before the contract is fin- 
ished. The wires that will conduct the 
current will be thoroughly insulated an 
then placed in a lead pipe in order to 
overcome any action that the ground may 
have upon the eurrent. The pipes® will 
then be placed in wooden ducts, whiren 
are placed about ten inches under the 
ground. ‘These ducts wll be laid aiong ine 
drives, and will completely surround ihe 
entire park. The contract for .e under- 
ground cables has been let to tne Safety 
Insulated Wire and Cable Company, who 
have agreed to place all the cables neces- 
sary for the exposition for the sum of 
$400. There will be imore than eight 
miles of the underground cables, and it 
will be abount ten days before the work 
is finished. 

Tomorrow morning another six-inch mez'n 
will be connected with the waterwcurks, 
and an additional stream of water will 
flow into Clara mere. At present two 
streams of this size are running into the 
lake, and this additional main will great- 
ly ._nerease the amount of water that will 
assist in fiting the reservoir. That portion 
of the lake just in front of the electricity 
building is now sixteen feet in water, end 
it is slowly rising. In the end of the 
lake near the negro building is a good- 
siged stream that has been allowed to 
flow through the dam. Yesterday this cul- 
vert was filled in, and all the water from 
the branch will be uged. The branch is 
perfectiy clear, and is supplied by two 
large springs that head in the upperhand 
corner of the lake. 

Admission Will Be Charged. 

On Atgust ist, the hug: gates of the 
exposition will be closed against the pub- 
lic, and an admission fee ef 25 cents will 
be charged. The work on the fence that 
will inclose the grounds is progressing 
nicely, and will be completed in a few 
days. The workmer engaged in construct- 
ing the main entrance are pushing things 
along, and will be through by the list oi 
August.

Birmingham’s Experience. 
From The Birmingham State. 

“The free coinage advocate talks very 
eloquently of the crime of 1873, which struek 
down silver and blocked the wheels of prog- 
ress, yet about that time Birmingham 
was founded and its great growth has been 
achieved in spite of ‘the erime of 1873,’ ”’ 
says The Age-Herald. ‘Yes, Birmingham’s 
greatness has, indeed, and in truth, been 
achieved “in spite of the ‘crime of 1873,’ ” 
viz., in 1871, and grew marvelously for two 
years, and then began .to decay. Not until 
1878 when Silver was practically restored by 


the Bland-Allison act,' did it begin to revive: 


and all its wonderfyl growth was achieved 
and its unrivaled prosperity experienced 
from that date until 1873, under the opera- 
tion of the only two laws—the Bland-Alli- 
son act and the Sherman law—that gave 
silver limited recognition as a money met- 
al. Its greatest financial prostration and 
distress has been suffered since 1893, under 
the influence of the Sherman-Cleveland- 
Carlisle policy of gold monometallism. The 
Birmingham morning satellite of The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser is reminded that the 
only disastrous scourge by which this city 
has beem visited came to us in 1873, almost 
immediately after the demonetization of 
silver. Of course, it cannot be fairly as- 
sumed that that visitation was due to “the 
crime of 1873,” but, as Mr. Carlisle truth- 
fully declared in 1878, that the destruction 
wrought by that measure was worse than 
war, pestUence and famine, it can be safe- 
ly asserted that the epidemic of 1873 was a 
blessing as compared with the “crime of 
i873."" The first brought only temporary, 
trials and griefs, while the latter has been 
the fruitful parent of unmeasured destruc- 
tion, want, suffering and distress.

In spite of the heavy rainfall during the 
week, the crops are making fair headway 
and the outlook for a splendid yieid this 
fall is enco"lraging. 

Peaches and watermelons were never 
more plentiful and fruit of every kind is 
beginning to iipen for the market. 

The following is the latest bulletin from 
the weather bureau: 

“Heavy rains have slightly damaged 
crops in a few localit¥s. otherwise the 
weather of the past seven days has, as a 
rule, been exceptionally favorable for the 
eultivation and development of all growing 
erors. Corn is “laid by’’ in good condi- 
tion, a large yield being already assured, 
even though the seasons should from now 
on be unpropitious. Cotton is still small, 
but is showing improvement; the stalk is 
generally well limbea, in healthy condition 
and beginning to boll, blooms having been 
plentiful for several days past. Minor 
crops, such as sorghum, potatoes, rice, 
sugarcane and peas all promise fair yields. 
Vegetable gardens are very prolific, the 
markets being so glutted that many grow- 
ers prefer feeding their produce to their 
stock to selling it at the prevailing prices. 
Peaches and watermelons are luscious and 
abundant. 

Northwest Section. 

“Very little sunshine, with too much rain 
and cloudy weather eharacterized the con- 
ditions of northwest Georgia during the 
past week. The rains have retarded the 
farmer in his work and allowed the grass 
to make considerable headway. However, 
crops are growing and everything is in very 
good condition, except possibly cotton. The 
cotton plant is small and seems to be 
making less bolls than usual. Corn is very 
Promising and the outlook for the crop 
was probably never better. All the first 
planted corn has teen laid by in good con- 
dition, but much of the late planting, on 
the bottom lands, is very poor, owing to 
the water standing on the ground. The 
melon vines have also been affected by the 
wet weather. In some cases it is causing 
the vines to shed the young forms, and the 
melons to rot. Oats have about all been 
harvested, and are the best in years. 
Wheat thrasning is now nearing comple- 
tion. All garden truck is in first-class con- 
dition, except cabbages, which are bothered 


el worms. Fruit and sorghum are very 
ne. ) 


North Section. 


“In the northern counties good showers 
fell the first part cf the week. Tempera- 
ture Was about normal. The week has been 
a very favorable one; during the latter part 
the fields were-sufficiently dry for the re- 
sumption of plowing. Cotton and corn 
fields are clean and have generally been 
laid by. Cotton is still small, but steadily 
improving; corn is very fine; tobacco, of 
which more than usual was planted last 
spring, is very gocd. Early [rish potatoes 
are being dug, and turn out well. Sorghum 
is vnusually good; watermelons are rather 
poor; grain is being thrashed; rye and oats 
yield well, wheat poor. 


Northeast Section, 


“Reports received from the correspond- 
ents of northeastern Georgia indicate a 
very favorable condition of crops. There 
has, as a rule, been a bountiful supply of 
rainfall, mM “act, in some localities the rains 
have been quits heavy. washing lands on 
hillsides ani flooding lowlands. Huwv?r, 
the damage this caused has been slight. 
Ccttor is apparently growing tco mucn tw 
vweed, but is in healthy condition, free from 
bugs and worms. Corn still holds its own, 
locks nice and will without a doubt be a 
large crop. The coming week will see near- 
ly all crops Jaid by. Irish potatoes are be- 
ing dug and onions gathered. Fruit trees 
are breaking with ‘their loads ‘of rapidly 
ripening fruit. Gardens are thriving. Oats 
fine and rye very good, 


West Section. 


“In this section of the state the weather 
has been all that the planters could de- 
sire. Plenty of sunshine, accompanied by 
refreshing showers, has put all crops in 
first-class condition. The corn crop was 
never better and the yleld promises to be 
immense, Cotton is also looking well, but 
the plant is the smallest known in years. 
Both corn and cotton are being troubled a 
little by grass, but the fields are being rap- 
ijly cleaned out. Fruit is abundant. Mel- 
ons are generally late. The fruit is ripenmg 
and the crop is promising. Turnips are 
being sown. Sorghum is _ looking well. 
Wheat and oats are being thrashed; oats 
very good, but wheat not tuning out so 
well. All garden truck in first-class condi- 
tion. 


Central Section. 


“Correspondents in the central section 
send in very cheerful reports, A general 
rain fell on the 8th, since which a few scat- 
tered rains have fallen. At the close of 
the week another general rainfall would 
have been beneficial. Corn, which has all 
been laid by, is earing well and a. large 
yield is now assured. Cotton is being work- 
ed over for the last time; it is growing 
rapidly and taking on much fruit. Peaches 
are being shipped; the fruit is generally 
very fine; watermelon shipment has hardly 
started yet, but will commence in a few 
days. In Butts and Bibb counties, high 
winds’ on the 8th did considerable damage 
to fields of corn and fruit trees. In Greene 
county excessive rainfall on the 7th and 3th 
did itconsiderable damage to cotton by 
washing the uplands, and to late corn by 
flooding the bottoms. 


East Section. 


‘‘In the eastern counties the weather dur- 
ing the past seven days has, as a whole, 
been favorable for the improvement of 
growing crops. The rainfall has been scat- 
tered in a few localities; a good shower 
would now be beneficial. Cotton is in av- 
erage condition, growing rapidly, but is 
<till late ani small for the season. In some 
fields where there has been heavy rain 
it is throwing off its fruit slightly. Corn 
is in excellent shape and will te a large 
crop. Watermelons are plentiful and many 
are being gathered and sent to the mar- 
kets. The general condition of sugarcane 
is gcod, but some planters report a poor 
stand. Minor crops of all kinds are flour- 
ishing. 

Southwest Section. 


“The past week in this section’ has been 
very beneficial to all growing crops. Most 
lcealities have had plenty of rain, which 
was very much needed by corn and cotton. 
Cotton, though small, is of a good color 
ard is growing and ier ya on fruit very 
rapidly. Corn is one of ihe finest crops 
in years. All upland corn is in very good 
condition, but that of the lowlands, where 
water has been stancing, is beginning to 
rot. Cane and pinders are looking well. 
ihe peach crop is very fine and shipments 
are being rapidly meade. Gardens are still 
in good condition. Peas and rice are in 
excellent condition. Watermelons are not 
so good as was first expected and the yield 
is only middling. 


South Section. 


“From the southern section come very 
encouraging reports relative to crops. With 
plenty of rain and very hot weather all 
vegetation has had a vigorous growth dur- 
ing the past week. Corn is the banner crop 
of the section and has seldom been equaled 
in past years. Cotton, although small, has 
shown a marked improvement and with 
favorable weather will be an average crop. 
Sugarcane and pea fields are in a fine 
state of cultivation. About three-fourths 
of the watermelon crop has already been 
sent to market. Peaches and grapes are 
unusually fine and the yield very large. 
Fears have made a short yield, owing to 
the blight which injured a large portion 
ot the crop. Rice is gtvwwing rapidly, looks 
healthy ani gives promise of a large yield.
